SIR, 


I have the honour to submit a report, to be laid before 
Parliament, on the Vital Statistics of Scotland for 1954. 


The Registration of Births, Deaths and Marriages in 
Scotland began in January, 1855 and completed the first 
hundred years of its existence at the end of the year 1954. So 
this is a Centenary as well as an Annual Report. A record of 
the natural increase of population in each of the hundred years 
1855-1954 is given as a historical record in Appendix IX on 
pages 79 to 137, along with the figures of intercensal losses 
(mostly very heavy losses) by emigration. 


In the introduction to this Report some comparisons are 
made (pages 10 to 19) between the rate of births and deaths and 
other conditions affecting health, mortality and the growth of 
the population in 1855 and 1954.

INTRODUCTION 


Births.—There were 1,402 more births in Scotland in 1954 than in the 
previous year. The birth-rate per thousand of the population (the crude 
birth-rate) also showed an increase. The rate has been fairly steady during 
the last five years and is much on the same level as the rates during the five 
years immediately before the war. 


The crude birth-rate is of course a measure only of the number of births 
for every thousand of the total population of all ages and of both sexes and is 
not a measure of the fertility of marriage, which depends upon the number 
of children born in any particular period to married women of child-bearing 
age. As has been seen, the crude birth-rate in Scotland during the last few 
years has been much the same as it was in the years before the war. The same 
is not true when births are related, not to the total population, but to the 
number of married women between the ages of 15 and 45. On that basis there 
has been a perceptible fall in the proportion of births to married women of 
child-bearing age since the years immediately before the war. This continues 
a long decline in the fertility of marriage in Scotland, as may be seen from the 
fact that the average number of children per family in 1861 was fully 6 
whereas in 1954 it had fallen to 2-5 or rather less. 


Comparing 1939 with 1954 the number of births per 1,000 married women of 
child-bearing age fell from 141 to 134. First children accounted for 50 births 
per 1,000 married women of child-bearing age in 1939 but the figure had fallen 
to 48 per 1,000 in 1954. Reversing the general trend, the rate for second children 
was 38 in 1954 compared with 34 in 1939. The rate for third children was 22 
being 1 more than in 1939. For fourth children it fell from 13 to less than 
12, and for fifth children from 8:5 to 6°5. 


Marriages.—It may seem strange at first sight that the birth-rate per 
thousand married women of child-bearing age should be lower while the crude 
birth-rate is rather higher than before the war. The main reason is that the 
births are related to a substantially greater number of married women in the 
population. The marriage-rate in Scotland has been increasing since before the 
beginning of the century. Around the time of the 1901 census there were 7 
marriages per 1,000 of the population each year and today there are fully 8 
per 1,000. The actual rate was 8-19 per 1,000 in 1954 compared with 7-99 in 
1953. The rate of 8-19 is equivalent to an increase of 7 per cent. on the average 
of the pre-war five years. There is no doubt that the birth-rates in recent years 
would have been well below the pre-war levels but for this continuing increase 
in the numbers of marriages. There was a sharp increase in the number of 
marriages during and after the war. The parties to those marriages were very 
largely young persons, some of whom would normally not have married until 
later in life. So the marriages of the future were to some extent discounted by 
the high popularity of marriage in those years. It is likely that but for this the 
marriage-rate of to-day would be nearer 8-5 than 8 per thousand of the popu- 
lation, the figure around which it has moved in the past few years. And it

is likely that for some years to come the number of marriages in Scotland will 
be lower for this reason than it would have been had there been no abnormal 
circumstances to accelerate temporarily the normal pace of the marriage-rate. 


For these reasons, among others, it would be optimistic to expect the 
marriage-rate to go much higher than its present level of fully 8 per thousand 
of the population. It is true that the large increase in the birth-rate after the 
war will reflect itself in an increase in the number of marriages when the children 
grow into marriageable age in the late 1960’s. But that increase will probably 
in large part be offset by the increasing number of older persons in the popula- 
tion. 


So far as the war-time marriages were earlier than they might otherwise 
have been the birth-rate will also have shown an earlier gain. When comparing 
the actual births with the numbers that might have been expected had normal 
trends continued it seems likely that the number of births so far recorded in 
Scotland might have been at least 100,000 less than it actually has been. 


Deaths.—Mortality in Scotland in 1954 was noticeably heavier than in 1953. 
There were 61,380 deaths, 2,502 more than in 1953. The death-rate per thousand 
of the population was 11-98 compared with 11-50 in 1953. The death-rate in 
1953 however was the lowest ever recorded in Scotland. The rate for 1954 is 
appreciably below the average of 12-26 for the five years 1949-53. 


In every 1,000 births in 1954 there were 31-0 deaths under one year of age. 
This is 0-2 above the rate for 1953 but 5-7 below the average. This rate is less 
than half of what it was 10 years earlier though, judging by still lower figures in 
other countries, there seems still to be room for some improvement. The neo- 
natal rate (deaths of infants under four weeks) was 20-6, 1-3 above that for. 
1953 but 1-3 below the average. 


Deaths from heart disease in 1954 were 20,390, an increase of 1,036 com- 
pared with 1953. They make up 33-2 per cent. or almost exactly one-third of 
all deaths. 


The decline in the number of deaths from tuberculosis which began in 1948 
has continued and the rate of 22 per 100,000 of the population in 1954 is 
the lowest so far recorded. 


Maternal deaths continue to decrease and numbered 70 in 1954. This is 
also the lowest figure recorded in Scotland. 


The stillbirth rate of 25-3 per 1,000 total births is 0-5 above the rate for 
1953 but 1-0 below the average. In 1939, the first year in which stillbirths 
were registered in Scotland, the rate was 42-2 per 1,000 total births. 


Population.—The population of Scotland at 30th June, 1954, is estimated 
at 5,123,300. The natural increase of population, resulting from the excess of 
births over deaths in the year to 30th June, 1954, was 31,904; but it is estimated 
that this natural gain was reduced by fully 25,000 by an excess of emigration 
Over immigration in the course of that year. The effect is to reduce the 
actual increase of population to 7,000 or thereabouts. 


The following Table A indicates how, according to the estimates, the 
estimated population of Scotland at 30th June, 1954, was distributed in the 
aggregate among the counties of cities, large burghs, small burghs and landward 
areas. It gives the corresponding census figures for 1931 and 1951.

Migration.—By comparing the population ascertained at one census with 
that of the census before, the net result of movements of population into and 
out of the country can be established with a reasonable approximation of 
accuracy. But in reaching the estimates which it is customary to give of the 
year by year loss or gain by migration there is a greater degree of conjecture 
and uncertainty, particularly as regards migration within the United Kingdom , 


It is estimated that on the balance of emigration over immigration move- 
ments to and from countries overseas in the year to 30th June, 1954 there was 
a loss from the Scottish population of approximately 12,000. The net loss to 

other parts of the United Kingdom, mainly to England, in the same year is 
_ estimated at 13,000. The two figures together make up the aggregate estimated 
loss by migration of 25,000 in that year. 


Though a little less than the estimate of 27,000 for the year ended June, 
1953, this loss was on much the same scale as the losses sustained yearly for the 
past five or six years. As in those years, it came not far short of cancelling the 
natural increase in the Scottish population accruing from the excess of births 
over deaths. This in the year to June, 1954 was 32,000, so the effect of the 
emigration loss was to bring the actual gain down to 7,000. In the previous 
five years the actual gain varied between 3,000 and 5,000. 


The loss of 12,000 persons from Scotland to countries overseas seems to 
have been distributed almost equally between male and female emigrants, with 
males slightly the lower. The impression is not uncommon that male emigrants 
always exceed female emigrants but the figures to June, 1954, and the inter- 
censal experience between 1931 and 1951, both go to indicate that the numbers 
are more or less equal. This suggests that in thus drawing equally upon both 
sexes of the population the loss by emigration would not much disturb the rela- 
_ tive balance of the two sexes in the remaining population. 


The emigration loss does however affect the age structure of the population 
as is plain from the fact that 92 per cent. of the 12,000 persons involved were 
under the age of 45. So the loss by overseas emigration in the year to June, 
' 1954 had the customary effect of increasing the proportion of older persons in 
_ the Scottish population by taking away a very much larger proportion of young 
than of old people. 


_ The marital status of the emigrants is not known but the proportion of 
children under 15 in the total was fully 23 per cent., which would suggest that 
_ there would be a considerable number of married couples emigrating with their 
children. Other considerations apart, that is better than to find a high pro- 

portion of young single persons. The more they entered into the ranks of the 
emigrants the greater would be the effect of the loss in a consequent diminution 
of marriages, births and future population. 


Considered in relation to occupational status, the male emigrants in the 
year to June, 1954 came in greatest numbers from the following groups in. 
the order stated: engineering industries, building and carpentry, professional 
and managerial occupations, clerical occupations, and transport and communi- 
cations. More than half of the females over the age of 15 were returned as 
housewives. Of those with remunerative occupations the greatest numbers 
were from clerical and professional occupations, occupations of a domestic 
nature in hotels, etc., and occupations in the distributive trades. These occu- 
pational groupings seem to support in a general way the common belief that a 
considerable proportion of emigrants are persons of occupational skill and 
experience. The figures of course relate only to overseas emigrants. Similar 
information is not available as respects people moving to and from other parts 
of the United Kingdom, but again the general impression is that losses from 
Scotland to England also contain a considerable proportion of persons of skill 
and experience. 


Of the 12,000 emigrants from Scotland to countries overseas in the year to 
June, 1954, 7,000 or 57 per cent. went to Canada. 2,300 or 18 per cent. went 
to Australia, 2,200 or 18 per cent. to the United States of America and 850 or 
7 per cent. to New Zealand. It will be seen that much the greatest proportion 
of the emigration was to other countries in the Commonwealth. In all fully 
10,000 persons emigrated to other parts of the Commonwealth in the year to 
June, 1954. 


Centenary of Registration 
In the previous Annual Report a section was included (Appendix IX) 
showing the population changes in Scotland, by counties, over the 90 years. 
between 1861 and 1951. The figures were provided at ten-yearly intervals, but — 
so far as births and deaths were concerned, as distinct from population figures. 
and other material provided by the ten-yearly censuses, the appendix was. 
compressed from yearly figures. 


This is the hundredth report on Scottish vital statistics since the intro- 
duction of statutory registration of births, deaths and marriages in Scotland 
on the Ist January, 1855 and it is thought desirable on the completion of the 
first 100 years of registration to give the year by year figures of births and deaths. 
The figures are set out in Appendix IX on pages 79 to 137. The strength of the 
population disclosed at each successive census is also indicated, with the loss. 
or gain of population through migration. 


It is not proposed here, in giving this fuller statement, to retraverse the 
ground covered in the textual comment on the tables published in last year’s. 
report. Rather, it is thought, it might be of some significance and interest to: 
see what sort of comparisons emerge between the position of Scotland as it 
was in 1855 and the years around it and 100 years later. The comparison is. 
remarkable for many contrasts. The sources of some of the information are the 
censuses of population. The year 1855 fell between the censuses of 1851 and 
1861 but the latter is drawn on because it provides a good deal more informa- 
tion. (Material about the numbers of people occupying houses of different 
sizes for example was not available in the census of 1851, but it is given in the 
reports on the 1861 census). The census nearest to the year 1954 was that of 
1951, and it is from that census that the census material is drawn for the other 
side of the comparison. 


Population growth and geographical distribution.—In 1855 the population of 


Scotland was 2,978,000. In 1954 it had risen to 5,123,000, an increase of 2,145,000 
or 72 per cent.

The geographical disposition of the population was widely different in 1855. 
from what it was in 1954. The Northern Division* of the country had then 
the highest proportion of the population, 1,021,000 or 34-3 per cent.; but in 
1954, notwithstanding the large increase in the population of the whole country 
in the meantime, that of the Northern Division was numerically less at 998,000, 
and its proportion of the total Scottish population had fallen to 19-5 per cent. 
Today the population of the whole Northern Division, with its 16 counties, 
covering nearly three quarters of the whole area of Scotland, is not as much as 
the population of the city of Glasgow. 


Taking the crofting countiest separately, they had 388,000 or 13 per cent. 

_of the total population in 1855, but no more than 281,000 or 5-5 per cent. in 

1954. The population of the Southern Division also fell, from 273,000 to 254,000: 
or from 9-2 per cent. to 5 per cent. of the population of the country. 


The gain in the internal redistribution of population was to the central 
industrial belt of the country where the East Central Division increased its 
population by 745,000, from 23-1 per cent. to 28 per cent. of the total population 
of the country. The West Central Division registered a much higher gain of 
1,443,000, increasing its proportion of the total population from 33-4 per cent. 
to 47-6, or nearly half the total population of Scotland. 


The figures are reproduced in tabular form in the short statement that 
follows.

* In dealing with vital and census statistics it is usual to divide Scotland 
into four Divisions, as follows: 


Northern Division: Counties of Zetland, Orkney, Caithness, 
Sutherland, Ross and Cromarty, Inverness, 
Nairn, Moray, Banff, Aberdeen, Kincardine, 
Angus (excluding Dundee), Perth, Kinross, 
Argyll and Bute.

Rate of growth.—In 1855 the population was growing at a pace far exceeding 
the rate of growth in 1954. At that time the number of children per marriage 
in Scotland was more than 6; in 1954 it was no more than 2:5. 


The birth-rate in 1855 (which was still to climb to its highest peak of 35-6) 
in 1876) was more than 31-3 births for every 1,000 of the population. In 1954 
the rate had fallen to 18 per 1,000 of the population. 


In the industrial areas the birth-rate reached higher levels than those 
obtaining throughout the country as a whole. Compared with the Scottish 
rate of 31-3 in 1855 the rates in Renfrew, Lanark and Ayr in that order were 
35-3, 34-6 and 34:3. In Lanark the rate was to reach the very high level of 
41-5 per 1,000 of the population in 1861-70 and 41-6 per 1,000 in 1871-80. 
These high birth-rates in the developing industrial areas were due in large part 
to the fact that young people were coming freely into these areas from other _ 
parts of the country and outside it. In consequence of these continuing — 
movements the proportions of the total population under the age of 30 in 1861 
in Lanark and Renfrew were already no less than 65.6 per cent. and 64:5 per cent. 
respectively. The corresponding proportions in such counties as Ross and 
Cromarty and Inverness were 58-7 and 59-8 per cent. Such differences greatly 
affect the comparative age structure of different populations. 


In the rural areas the birth-rate never reached anything like the high levels 
that were reached in the industrial areas. In the counties of Inverness, Perth 
and Ross and Cromarty the rates in 1855 were 25-0, 25-5 and 25:7, in each case 
well below the general Scottish birth-rate of 31-3 in that year. 


Death-vates.—On the other hand the death-rates that held good in 1855 and 
for long afterwards were also high and made much heavier inroads upon the 
growth of the population than the much reduced rates of recent years. The 
death-rate in 1855 was 20-8 per 1,000 of the total population of the country 
and the rate was to rise to a higher peak of about 23-6 per 1,000 ten years later. 
By 1954 the rate had been practically halved at 12 per 1,000 of the population. 
The improvement in the death-rate over these 100 years has meant a very 
great increase in the average expectation of life at birth. Having regard to the 
number and age distribution of the population at the censuses before and after 
1855, and the ages at death in 1855, it is estimated that the expectation of life 
at birth at that time was for a man 41-9 years and for a woman 44-4 years. 
For children born in 1954 the average expectation of life had increased to 
65-5 for males and 70-5 for females. 


Infant Mortality.—In 1859 one child out of every eight born died before 
completing a year of life. The tombstones of the last century bear witness to 
the heavy loss of child life, which, in losses in the first year, reached its highest 
point as late as 1897, when 138 children in every 1,000 died before reaching 
their first birthday. 


In 1954 the loss in the first year of life was 31 children in every 1,000. 
This was one-fourth of the rate of loss in 1855, but there is still scope for improve- 
ment. 


there were 1,309 deaths from smallpox in 1855 and 238 from cholera. In 1954 
there were no deaths from either of these causes. Deaths due to the other mai 

epidemic diseases, such as typhoid and typhus fever, scarlet fever and whooping 
cough, measles and diphtheria, are now almost negligible. But in 1855 ther 
were 2,419 deaths from typhus and typhoid fever and 2,138 from scarlet fever; 
1,903 deaths were from whooping cough, 1,189 from measles and 873 fro 

diphtheria. : 


Causes of death.—When one looks at the causes of death, it is seen S 
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The total deaths from the principal epidemic diseases in 1855 were 10,060 
or 16-2 per cent. of the total of all deaths in that year, which was 62,004. In 
1954 the deaths from the same epidemic diseases were 35 or 0-06 per cent. of 
the total deaths in that year, namely, 61,380. 


While there would not be the same room for variation in certification in 
the case of the epidemic diseases, certification relating to some of the other 
causes of death has altered a very great deal with the advance of medical skill 
and knowledge since 1855. Thus only 871 deaths in 1855 were attributed to 
cancer whereas the number in 1954 was 10,505. It is true that the number of 
the population was greater in 1954 and that deaths due to cancer would tend 
to be more numerous because of that and also because of the much larger 
numbers of older people in the population in 1954. But even so, the figure of 
871 for cancer deaths in 1855 is obviously too low. Doubtless a number of 
deaths from cancer would then be attributed to other causes, such as phthisis. 


On the figures published for 1855, phthisis, or as it was then more commonly 
called, consumption, was the most fatal of the individual diseases to which the 
inhabitants of Scotland were liable. 7,129 of the deaths in Scotland in 1855 
were attributed to phthisis, giving a proportion of 239 deaths annually in every 
100,000 of the population. As has been suggested, however, there seems little 
doubt that phthisis, heavy though its own toll was, was also additionally 
burdened with deaths from other causes such as cancer. It is not possible to 
allow for this and the unadjusted comparison is between a phthisis rate of 239 
deaths per 100,000 in 1855 and 20 per 100,000 in 1954. 


No less than 5,732 deaths in 1855 were returned as being from causes not 
specified compared with 22 in 1954. They too would doubtless include numbers 
of deaths from cancer. It is observed also that 5,685 of the deaths in 1855 
were attributed simply to old age. The corresponding number in 1954 was 925. 


In 1855 1,961 deaths were attributed to heart disease compared with 20,390 
) in 1954. Here again the increase in numbers and the greater age of the 1954 
population would in part account for the increase but only in part. Most of the 
deaths attributed to old age in 1855 would probably today be certified as due 
to heart disease. 


Deaths by accident and violence.—It was remarked in the first Report of the 
Registrar General for Scotland, relating to the year 1855, that during that first 
year of registration in Scotland, the entries in registers relative to violent 
deaths were not given with that minuteness which was requisite to enable the 
deaths by accident to be distinguished from those caused by murder or by suicide. 
The total number of deaths due to violence in 1855 was given as 1,913. That 
included all deaths due to accident, suicide, etc. In 1954 the corresponding 
total was 2,688, of which 338 were attributed to suicide etc., leaving 2,350 due 
to accident. Assuming that the proportion of suicides in the total of violent 
deaths was not widely different in 1855, deaths due to accident could not have 
- been, materially less than say 1,700 or 57 per 100,000 of the population in 1859. 
That would mean that there was a fatal accident tor every 1,755 ot the popula- 
tion of that time. The fatal accidents in 1954 accounted for 46 deaths per 
- 100,000 of the population—one fatal accident for every 2,180 of the population. 


Thus, rather surprisingly, it seems plain that in proportion to the population 
the number of fatal accidents was higher in 1855 than it was in 1954—this 
notwithstanding that there are a number of agencies of accidental death at 
work today which were unknown in 1855. Deaths on the roads are a principal 
example. Motor vehicle accidents accounted for 528 deaths in 1954 and street 
car and pedal cycle accidents for 33 more deaths. There were also 45 deaths 
due to aircraft accidents. 
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Altogether there were fully 600 fatal accidents in 1954 from causes which 
‘were non-existent in 1855. When these causes are excluded the fatal accidents 
in 1855 would in number appear to have been very much the same as in 1954 in 
spite of the smaller population and the increase since in the causes of accident. 


Looking at the causes of fatal accident which were common to both the 
years 1855 and 1954, it is seen that fractures and contusions were the main 
cause of death by accident both in 1855 and 1954. Proportionately to popula- 
tion the number in 1855 was higher at 617 or 21 per 100,000 of the population 
than in 1954 when the figure was 730 or 14 per 100,000. The improvement is 
no doubt a reflection of the increasing facilities and skill and knowledge 
brought to bear upon the treatment of such cases. Drowning was the next 
main cause in 1855, accounting for 366 fatal accidents compared with 196 in 
1954. There were 311 deaths from burns and scalds in 1855 compared with 127 
in 1954. In those days oil lamps and candles were used to a much greater 
extent, and water had to be boiled in pots or kettles on an often unguarded fire. 
These were probably the main causes of the higher numbers of deaths by burns 
and scalds at that time. It is not possible to compare the numbers and causes 
of accidents in the home over the 100 years to 1954 because in 1855 there was 
no distinction made between accidents in the home and accidents occurring 
outside the home, 


Natural Increase of Population.—Although the death-rates a hundred 
years ago were so heavy the birth-rates were so high that the natural increase 
of population, from the excess of births over deaths, was much greater than 
it is today. In 1855 the rate of increase was 10-5 per 1,000 of the population, 
and this was to rise in the mid 1870’s to something little short of 15 per 1,000 
of the population. By 1954 on the other hand it had fallen to no more than 
6 per 1,000 of the population, well below the figure of 1855 and less than half 
of the peak reached in the 1870’s. 


Regional Variations in Death-Rate.—As with the birth-rate, so also 
there was a notable difference between the death-rates in industrial and rural 
areas. In the seven principal towns of Scotland the death-rate in 1855 was 
about 27 per 1,000 of the population while in the rest of the country it was little 
above 18. In Glasgow the rate around the period 1855-60 was higher at about 
30 per 1,000 and rose slightly higher still in the decade that followed. In looking 
into the situation of the time it 1s observed that in Glasgow the death-rate from 
infectious diseases alone, including tuberculosis, was heavier than the level of 
the death-rate from all causes today. Meantime in rural areas, untouched or 
little affected by the industrial expansion elsewhere in the country, the death- 
rates remained much as they had been, at significantly lower levels, such as 
15 per 1,000 in Shetland and 16 per 1 000 in Berwickshire around the yeni 
1861-80. 


It is a remarkable fact that the wide variations between the death-rate in 
urban and rural areas in the 1850’s and following decades are not to be seen 
in a general comparison of urban and rural death-rates in Scotland today. In 
general over the whole country the difference between the urban and the rural 
death-rates is no longer significant. The sharp differences between the urban 
and rural death-rates in Scotland in the 1850’s and following decades were no 
doubt due in the main to the rapid concentrations of population in expanding 
industrial areas and to the congested living conditions of those populations 
in unsatisfactory environmental conditions. 


| Housing Conditions.—In 1861 27-3 per cent. of the Scottish population livedin — 
houses of one room (counting kitchens as rooms as is still the practice in census 
statistics). Only 35-6 per cent. lived in houses of more than two rooms. By 
1951 the proportion living in one roomed houses had been reduced to 16-2 and 
the proportion living in houses of more than two rooms had increased to 71-4. 
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Apart irom the improvements in living space, the domestic conveniences 
available in private houses have developed out of all knowledge since 1855. 
The introduction of domestic water supplies into the interior of private 
-houses belongs very largely to the period since that time. An indoor water 
supply of any kind, let alone a hot as well as a cold water supply, seems to have 
been a thing enjoyed by a comparatively small minority of the population in 
a few urban areas in 1855, and water closets and baths fed by running water 
were things practically unknown, By 1951 all but 4-5 per cent. of the house- 
holds in Scotland had an indoor water supply. 65.6 per cent. had a W.C. of 
their own and 28-9 per cent. shared one with one or more other households. 
‘There were still 5-5 per cent of the households of Scotland without any W.C. 
56-9 per cent. households throughout Scotland had baths by 1951 and 43.1 per 
‘cent. or almost half still lacked them. There is thus a considerable leeway to 
make up, especially in the provision of baths. In the comparison with 1855, 
however, it will be remembered that such a facility would then have been 
regarded as a luxury. Today all the conveniences mentioned are regarded as an 
-essential part of the equipment of any new dwelling house. 


Children in Employment.—Another significant aspect of social conditions 
around the middle of last century is the extent to which children were engaged 
in employment. At the time of the 1861 census the number of boys under 15 
who were already working numbered 47,915. 10,718 of them were working in 
agriculture. 8,629 were employed in the making of textile fabrics and 2,861 
more in making textile goods. 5,045 were employed in mining, 4,003 of them in 
coal mining. 2,995 were employed as messenger boys, 2,702 in the iron, steel 
‘and brass industries and 2,449 in occupations connected with the supply of 
foods and drinks, and in the tobacco trade. 


47,011 of the boys at work were between 10 and 15 years of age. 896 were 
between the ages of 5 and 10. Of these 241 were employed in the textile industry 
and 179 in agriculture. 


The number of girls under 15 in employment in Scotland in 1861 was 29,389. 
12,722 were employed in the making of textile fabrics and 1,506 in making 
textile goods. 2,192 were in agriculture, and it is observed that 10, who were 
‘between the ages of 10 and 15, were working in the mining industry. 794, mainly 
in textile and domestic service, were between the ages of 5 and 10. 


Young persons in employment.—The total number of males under 20 years 
of age who were in employment in 1861 was 182,766 or 20-2 per cent. of the 
total number of males in gainful occupations. The corresponding figures for 
1951 were 147,674 or 9:3 per cent. The percentage was less than half of that of 
1861. The total number of females under 20 years of age in gainful occupations 
in. 1861 was 128,029 or 29-0 per cent. of the total number of females engaged in 
gainful occupations. The corresponding figures for 1951 were 151,335 or 22-0 
per cent. The percentage was much nearer that of 1861 than in the case of the 
_ male population. The main reason is that for the most part women withdraw 
from employment on marriage. For example, 83-6 and 84-2 per cent. of young 
women between 16 and 18, and 18 and 20 respectively were in employment at 
the time of the 1951 census, but the proportion fell abruptly to 64-7 in the age 
. group 20-25 and even more heavily to 39-2 per cent. in the age group 25-30. 


The main causes of the decreases in numbers in employment under 20 would 
be the introduction and development of compulsory education, beginning with 
the Education (Scotland) Act of 1872, and the restriction on the employment 

of children of school age, which began in 1878. 


All persons in employment.—All in, the number of persons engaged in 
iremunerative occupations of one kind or another in Scotland in 1861 was 
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1,348,736, or 44:1 per cent. of the population of that time, compared with 
2,273,628 or 44-6 per cent. in 1951. The figures in 1861 comprised 906,561 
males or 62:5 per cent. of the total male population and 442,175 females or’ 
27:4 per cent of the female population. In 1951 the number of males was. 
1,585,335 or 65-1 per cent. of the total, and females 688,293 or 25-9 per cent.. 


Loss of population.—There is one respect in which it cannot be said that 
there has been any really significant change since 1855. The loss to Scotland 
by migration was then heavy and it remains heavy today. The first available 
statistics of migration came a few years after 1855 and relate to the period 
1861-71. In that decade the net loss by migration from Scotland was 118,561 
or 3-9 per cent. of the population of 3,062,294 of 1861. In the 20 years between 
the censuses of 1931 and 1951 the net loss was 220,000. Remembering that the 
period to which the latter figure refers was twice as long, the figures are remark- 
ably similar. But the period 1931-51 was exceptional beyond precedent. 
In the first years of it, from 1931 to the outbreak of war in 1939, emigration 
overseas was virtually at a standstill because of the world wide economic 
depression. Indeed there was a gain in those years to Scotland by immigration 
from countries overseas, which, increased by numbers of persons returning to » 
Scotland in the period immediately following the outbreak of the war, amount- 
ed to some 77,000 souls. During the war years 1939-45 emigration across the seas. 
was at a complete standstill. The net result was that in the 20 intercensal 
years 1931-51 overseas emigration from Scotland was really confined to the 
period between the end of the war in May, 1945 and the 8th April, 1951, when 
the 1951 census was taken. The net loss to countries overseas in that post-w ar 
period was about 88,000. Against this, in accounting for the whole period 
1931-51, must be set the immigration gain already referred to in the pre-war 
years and immediately after the war (purely temporary movements of popula- 
tion into Scotland due to enemy action are kept out of the picture as not 
belonging to the true domain of migration proper). When that is done, the 
net intercensal loss from Scotland to countries overseas during the intercensal 
period 1931-51 stands at approximately 11,000. 


As has been seen, however, the total loss to Scotland from migration in 
the intercensal period was 220,000. There is thus a balance of some 209,000 
still to account for. It consists almost entirely of the net loss to England in 
1931-51, at a rate varying around 10,000 a year or so. 


The numbers of persons removing from Scotland to England has been 
considerable from 1861 and before, but the net loss to Scotland on this account, . 
after allowing for reverse movements from England to Scotland, has become 
a good deal heavier since the first world war. 


But for the long continued standstill on overseas emigration from before 
1931 up to the end of the war, there might well have been a considerably 
greater loss to Scotland by overseas migration than there actually was in 
1931-51. This has to be kept in mind in observing that, although numerically 
more or less equivalent, the emigration loss in 1931-51 was proportionately 
to population materially lower than in 1861-71. In the decades before 1931-51 
the migration losses from Scotland were very much heavier than in 1931-51, 
both numerically and proportionately. 


The losses by migration last century from Scotland, heavy though the 
figures from 1861 show them to have been, and heavy (though figures are not 
available) though they are known to have been before that, were not nearly 
so heavy as they became in the century now running its course. The total loss. 
for example between 1861 and 1901 was 482,944 or 15-8 per cent. of the 1861. 
population. The total loss between 1901 and 1951 was 1,104,591 or 24-7 per 
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cent. of the total 1901 population. These losses have kept the growth of the 
Scottish population very much in check. They have been very largely concen- 
trated in the younger population and have played a considerable part in the 
noticeable ageing of the population. The heavy continued loss of: young people 
is bound to increase the proportion of older people in the population. 


Ageing of the population.—In 1855 it is estimated that in every 1,000 of 
the population there were 359 children under the age of 15 whereas in 1954 the 
number had fallen to 248. Over the age of 65, on the other hand, there were 
48 persons in every 1,000 of the 1855 population. This proportion had more 
than doubled by 1954 when the figure was 102 in every 1,000. Over the century 
the loss from youth to age is plain to see. 


The ageing of the population still continues. On present trends, and assuming 
the birth-rate to remain around its present level of fully 18 per 1,000 of the 
population, and the death-rate to improve to approximately 11 per 1,000 of 
the population from its present figure of about 12 per 1,000, the number of 
children per 1,000 of the population is likely to fall from 248 in 1954 to 236 by 
_ 1974. The increase in the proportion of persons over 65 is likely to be relatively 
a good deal heavier, namely from 102 in every 1,000 of the population in 1954 
to 122 per 1,000 in 1974. Meantime the 15-65 age group, which accounted for 
650 in every 1,000 in 1954, is likely to fall to 642 per 1,000 by 1974. 


These figures make no allowance, however, for migration of population 
into and out of the country. The annual loss to Scotland from migration in 
recent years has been well over 20,000, accounting for the greater part of the 
natural increase of population each year by the excess of births over deaths. 
Assuming a net annual loss from migration of 25,000, the proportion of the 
population over 65 years of age by 1974 would be about 131 in every 1,000 
_ compared with the figure of 102 in 1954. The foregoing estimates would of 
_ course be directly affected by any variation in the assumptions on which they 
are based. If the birth-rate fell, the ageing of the population would be 
accelerated; if migration losses were abated, the relative balance of youth 
with age in the population would tend to be conserved. 


As regards the death-rate, the population already contains so relatively 
high a proportion of old persons that the scope for reduction in the decades 
immediately ahead is more limited than it might otherwise be. It is on that 
account that no more optimistic assumptions have been made in looking at 
the period lying in the immediate future. 


Most of the information in this retrospect relating to conditions in 1855 
has been taken from the Report of the Registrar General for Scotland for that 
year. It was published in 1861 and contained a report by Dr. James Stark, 
Superintendent of Statistics in the General Registry Office in Edinburgh at 
that time. Entering upon so much territory that had previously been uncharted, 
the report is a document of some social and historical importance. It reveals 
an obvious mastery of the facts and their implications, and it is written with 
@ power of expression which retains for it over the intervening 100 years a 
vivid and living reality. 


Speaking, for example, of housing and environmental conditions in rural 
districts the report says—‘‘No one can have visited the rural districts of 
Scotland without being struck with the filthy state in which most of the cottages 
of the peasantry are kept. Damp earthen floors, low roofs covered with thatch 
—a fixed window of small size, which gives little light and no ventilation, 
and in many of the Highland and Insular Districts no chimney for the smoke 
from the fire to escape—a pool before the door, into which every fluid refuse 
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is thrown, and which exhales a choking putrid exhalation during all the warmer 
months of the year—a pig-stye or dunghill close to the wall of the house behind 
—these do not combine the elements of health; and hence, even in the districts 
most favoured by nature, diseases which ought to be almost unknown to the 
inhabitants decimate their numbers, and reduce the health, and consequent 
ability to work, of those who for a while are spared.”’ 


In another place, referring to the incidence of typhus, the report again 
touched upon the housing and environmental conditions in which so many 
people then lived—‘‘The close unaired house, with its fixed windows, built on a 
damp undrained site, with the dunghill against its side walls, and its ‘jawhole’ 
for the deposit of every kind of fluid filth in front; its inmates, consequently, 
constantly, when at home, breathing a tainted atmosphere, and moreover 
at night shutting themselves in the unwholesome box beds, where they are 
half asphyxiated before morning—these known facts render it wonderful, 
not that the mortality is so high, but that it is so low.” 


There is no suggestion that conditions in the towns were any better. On 
the contrary Dr. Stark made it plain that the inhabitants of towns died at 
a much higher rate than the inhabitants of the country. ‘‘Town life,” he said, 
“appears to favour the destructive action of epidemics; and it does this in 
two especial ways,—first, by spreading them, through their supposed contagious 
or infectious property, by the almost unavoidable close intercommunication 
which the crowded inhabitants are necessitated to have with each other; 
secondly, by the enfeebled health which a Town’s residence occasions, partly 
by the want of active exercise in the open air, partly by spending so much of 
life in close unventilated apartments, or in occupations otherwise unfavourable 
to health, whereby the system is less able to withstand or throw off disease.” 


A paragraph or two earlier Dr. Stark referred to ‘‘the false reasonings ~ 
of those special pleaders who, in order to spare their Town or District the 
imputation of being in a bad sanitary condition, wished to get rid of the tell- 
tale hard facts of the excessive mortality, and tried to exclude from their 
calculations and sight all the Death Returns of those years during which any 
epidemic prevailed, crying out it was the exceptional, and not the constant 
and general case. These writers seem entirely to forget that epidemics are the 
very diseases which, more than any others, test the healthiness or unhealthiness 
of a Town or District; for it is a well-ascertained law regarding them, that 
just in proportion to the low sanitary condition of the locality, is the severity 
with which its inhabitants are handled by such epidemics. Moreover, it is a 
remarkable fact, that localities in this low sanitary condition are rarely long 
free of epidemics of one kind or other. It may be Cholera one year, but next 
it may be Smallpox, next Typhus Fever, and next again Scarlatina. The 
epidemics may each several year be of the most opposite natures; but all equally 
show a preference for the district in the low sanitary condition, and each even 
selects the very hamlet, street, or block of houses whose inmates had been 
decimated by the previous epidemic. In the search for truth, then, the epidemic 
years must never be. overlooked, but are to be regarded as our most valuable 
guide,—a guide which a kind Providence has wisely provided to call our atten- 
tion to the fact that some of the laws of health have been seriously disregarded 
in that locality.”’ 


It is plain that Dr. Stark and his colleagues played their part in preparing 
the way for those measures which by now have practically removed epidemic 
diseases from the causes of mortality in Scotland. 


It is clear from another part of the report how narrow and dangerous were 
some of the practical workings of parochialism in those days. It was the custom 
then and for long after to look to the parish of a persons’ birthplace to take the 
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responsibility for public assistance, and the report points out that asa result 
of this smallpox was introduced into one town. This was because the parochial 
board of the place where a child contracted the disease, instead of secluding 
the child and mother and arranging for the child to have proper medical 
treatment, sent them to the town of the child’s birthplace; “‘and the child dying 
in the town, the disease rapidly spread from that point as a centre over the 
whole town and caused numerous deaths.’’ The report went on to suggest, in 
urging the need for some legal enactment to prevent persons labouring under 
contagious diseases travelling from one part of the country to another, that 
“surely the lives of human beings are more valuable than those of cattle’. 


Commenting on the fact that there were more deaths from diseases of the 
digestive organs among males than females, the report expressed a reasonable 
certainty that this was caused by the “much larger quantity of ardent spirits 
which the men consume, and which, with them, is a fruitful cause of stomach 
complaints”. The Exchequer, rather than the public health authorities, had 
gone far by 1954 towards removing this ground of complaint.

REPORT 1954 


BIRTHS 


Numbers.—The number of living children* whose births were registered in 
Scotland in 1954 was 92,315 (47,414 males and 44,901 females). This is an 
increase of 1,402 over 1953 and of 279 over the average of the five years 1949- 
1953. | 


Rates.—The birth-rate for the year was 18-02 per 1,000 population. The 
rate in 1953 was 17-76 and the average rate 17-99. In the counties of cities the 
1954 rate was 18-1, in the large burghs 18-9, in the small burghs 17-2 and in 
the landward districts 17-9. (Table B (1).) 


The birth-rates in 1954 in each city, large burgh and county will be found , 


in Table 4. In the cities and large burghs the rate ranged from 25-2in Dumbarton, 
23-2 in Coatbridge and 23-1 in Port Glasgow to 16-2 in Perth, 15-5 in Edinburgh 
and 14-5 in Falkirk. In the counties the rate ranged from 20-4 in Midlothian, 
20-3 in Moray and 19-9 in Clackmannan to 13-6 in Kinross and Peebles, 13-4 in 
Berwick and 12-4 in Bute.

Ratio of Male to Female Births.—There were 1,056 males to every 
thousand females among the children born alive in 1954. This compared with 
1,063 in 1953 which was equal to the average for the years 1946 to 1950. That 


was the highest average ratio of male to female births since 1855—the beginning — : 


of registration. 


* Stillbirths are dealt with in Appendix II (pages 56-62). 
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_Monthly Birth-rates.—As will be seen from Table 63 the average monthly 
birth-rate was, as usual, higher in the first than in the second half of the year. 


Fertility Rates.—Birth-rates in Scotland in 1954 in relation to women of 
child-bearing age may be seen in Table 8. It gives the figures for Scotland as 
a whole and for the counties and large burghs separately. The total number of 
births is shown along with the number of legitimate and illegitimate births. 
The birth-rate per thousand women of child-bearing age is calculated in 
the table in relation to all women between the ages of 15 and 45 and in relation 
to married women between those ages. 


Table B (2) below summarises these rates for Scotland for triennial periods 
around each census year from 1861-1951. 


It will be seen that in the period covered the number of births per thousand 
married women reached its highest figure of 319-4 in the period 1870-72. From 
then it fell at an increasing pace till 1910-12. Then in the next decade it fell 
a good deal less steeply but the fall was again heavy in the 10 years to 1930-32 
and again in the following 10 years to 1940-42. In 1950-52 the rate, which is 
the measure of the fertility of marriage, was no more than 41-9 per cent. of 
what it was in 1860-62.

The yearly figures from 1931 to 1954 are given in the following Table B (3). 
It will be observed that the births per thousand women aged 15-44 were rather 
higher in 1954 than they were in 1931. This is due not to an increase in the 
number of children per marriage but to a considerable increase in the number 
of married women in the population, due in part to a long continuing increase 
in the marriage rate but-mainly, within this comparatively short period, to the 
sharp increases in the marriage-rate during and immediately after the last war. 
Consequently it is this increase in the number of marriages that has maintained 
the births per thousand women aged 15-44 from falling below its pre-war level. 


The fact-that fertility has not been improving is seen from the column giving 
the figures of legitimate births per thousand married women aged under 45. 
The figure was 168-3 in 1931 and in 1954 it was 134-2. But for an upward surge 
in the figures immediately after the last war the decrease has been more or less 
steady and continuous.

Multiple Births.—The total number of women giving birth to living 
children in 1954 was 91,104 of whom 89,905 or 98-68 per cent. gave birth to 
single children, 1,187 or 1-30 per cent. to twin children and 12 or 0-01 per cent. 
to triplets. These births refer only to children born alive and single births here 
include multiple births in which only one child was born alive. Appendix II 
which analyses the stillbirths registered in Scotland in 1954 provides further 
particulars regarding multiple births, live and still. (See Table 20 which 
includes all multiple births, live and still, page 169). 


Illegitimate Births.—These numbered 4,177 and constituted 4-52 per cent. 
of the total living births compared with 4,231 and 4-65 per cent. in 1953. 


In the cities this rate was 5-0 and in the large burghs 4-1 compared with 
5:1 and 3-7 in 1953. It was 3-9 in the small burghs and 4-4 in the landward 
districts. Relating these births to the estimated number of unmarried women 
and widows aged 15-44, the rate for Scotland was 9-2 per 1,000, that for the 
cities being 9-7, for the large burghs 8-9, for the small burghs 7-9 and for the 
landward areas 9-6. The corresponding Scottish rate for 1953 was 9-2. (Tables 
1-4 and 8.) |

There were 41,975 marriages in Scotland in 1954. This was 1,073 more than 
in 1953. The rate per 1,000 of the population was 8-19 compared with a rate 
of 7:99 in 1953. 

During 1954 the marriage-rate was highest in the months of March (17-4), 
July (10-9), September (9-5) and April (9-1), and lowest in October (5-9), 
January (4-9) and May (2-9). (Table 63).

This is invariably the case because to quite a large extent, through lack of 
local facilities, persons living in the countryside go to a town or city to be 
married, The parties often come from different areas, and consequently it is 
- not possible to correct the figures of marriages according to normal residence 
as it is customary to do for births and deaths. (Table 4).

Civil marriages constituted 18-7 per cent of all marriages registered in 
Scotland. The percentage was 26-2 for the cities, 19-1 for the large burghs, 
15-5 for the small burghs and 4-3 for landward areas. In 1953 civil marriages 
constituted 17-6 per cent of all marriages (24-9 per cent for the cities, 17-6 for 
the large burghs, 14-1 for the small burghs and 3-7 for landward areas).

Divorces.—2,226 marriages were dissolved by decrees pronounced in 
Scotland during the year 1954 of which 2,200 were decrees of divorce, 16 of 
nullity and 10 marriages were dissolved on a presumption of death of one of the 
parties. t’ 

Divorces have decreased by 152 compared with 1953 and they are 117 
below the average of the past five years. 

Table E shows the number of decrees of divorce, nullity and dissolution of 
marriage on presumption of death in ten-yearly periods from 1855 to 1954, and 
annually from 1945 to 1954.

The total number of deaths registered during the year was 61,380—an 
increase of 2,502 compared with 1953. The death-rate for the year was 12-0 
per 1,000 population. It is 0:5 above the rate for 1953. 


| STANDARDISED DEATH-RATES 

The crude death-rate does no more than relate the number of deaths to the 
total population. Consequently any comparison of the crude death-rate between 
one country and another (or between one area and another or one time and 
another) makes no allowance for differences in the distribution of the population 
according to age and sex. So in a comparison of the incidence of mortality the 
crude death-rate provides only an imperfect groundwork. One country may 
have an older population than another and consequently the death-rate may 
also be heavier though age for age the population may be at no greater risk 
or even at less risk. So also in the same country, as for example in Scotland, 
the population may be growing older. Consequently, other factors apart, 
this must increase the number of deaths and the crude death-rate will move up 
in sympathy. But it may be that at most age groups in the population, or even 
at all age groups, the death-rate in relation to the numbers in each group is 
lower not higher than it was at the earlier point in the comparison. For the 
year 1938 for example the death-rate in Scotland was 12-6 per 1,000 of the 
population. In 1947 it was 13 per 1,000. But in 1947 in every age group the 
death-rate was lower than it was in 1938. Broadly the reason is that while 
deaths have naturally increased with the growing age of the population, the 
death-rate itself has been improving at all ages. Had the population of 1947 
been of the same age structure as that of 1938 the crude death-rate would have 
been lower. 

To enable comparisons to be made which will overcome the difficulty arising 
from inequality of sex and age distribution of population, it is customary to 
have recourse to “standardised” death-rates. The idea is to relate mortality 
rates to a “standard population” and so provide a common measure of com- 
parison between different countries or different areas. For international com- 
parisons the “standard population” still in use for this purpose is one taken by 
the International Statistical Institute. It was based upon the sex and age 
distribution of the aggregate populations of 19 European countries at censal 
points nearest to the year 1900. The age structure of the populations com- 
prising it at that time will since have considerably altered but no later standard 
has been fixed and in any event the standard continues to serve its purpose, 
namely, to provide a common focus of comparison. 

For the purpose of calculating standardised death-rates in different parts 
_ of Scotland the standard population taken is the last published census popula- 

tion of Scotland as it was distributed by age and sex. | 

The “‘standardised death-rates” for Scotland are shown in the following 
Table. It will be seen that the crude death-rate is now much higher than the 
standardised rate. The crude rate has fallen from 13-26 in 1931 to 11-98 in 
1954, but the standardised rate in the same period has fallen a good deal more 
from 12-45 to 7-92. This is again due to the ageing of the population. The 
. Standardised rate falls as the general age of a population increases because 
it refers to a younger population and the death-rate in younger groups has 
fallen very considerably. 

The crude death-rate both for males and females has shown an appreciable 
_ reduction since 1931. It will be seen too that it is appreciably lower for females 
than for males. This is due to the fact that women live longer than men. The 
death-rates at every age group are consistently lower for females than for males. 
It is for the same reason that the standardised death-rate for females has 
fallen a good deal more since 1931 than it has for males.

The crude rates do not vary greatly between urban and rural areas, being 
12-04 per 1,000 in the cities, 11-77 in the large burghs, 13-07 in the small 
burghs and 11-42 in the landward areas. But when the rates are standardised 
for difference of age and sex constitution the urban rates are appreciably 
higher. The difference between the twoseries of ratesis due to the fact that rural 
are older than urban populations, mainly because of migration from country 
to town. In the aggregate the rate for the cities was 12-53, for the large burghs~ 
12-62, for the small burghs 11-85 and for the landward area 11-07.

In the cities and large burghs the standardised rate ranged from 14-3 in 
Ayr, 13-9 in Coatbridge, and 13-8 in Dumbarton to 11-7 in Stirling, 11-1 in 
Aberdeen and Dunfermline and 10-7 in Inverness and in Perth. In the counties 
it ranged from 13-3 in Wigtown, 12-6 in Ayr and Selkirk and 12-2 in Argyll 
to 9-8 in Sutherland, 9-7 in Zetland and 9-4 in Kincardine.

The highest death-rates of the year occurred in February, March and 
January, and the lowest in August, June, July, September and October. They 
ranged from 15-0 in February to 10-1 in August. (Table 63). 


INTERNATIONAL DEATH-RATES 


The following table gives the crude death-rates for various countries, so 
far as available, in the year 1954. The Scottish death-rate is the fifth highest 
of the countries mentioned. In Scotland, however, the population is older than 
in most of the other countries included in the table, and if comparisons were 
made on standardised death-rates the difference between Scotland and most 
of the other countries referred to would be narrowed.

Age and Sex.—The death-rates by age-groups show a rapid decline from 
the high rates in infancy to a minimum in age-group 10-14. After that there is 
an increase in the rate, gradual at first but becoming more pronounced at higher 
ages. 


Table 35 shows the death-rates for each sex in the various age-groups, and 
it will be observed that the male death-rate exceeds the female in each age 


group. 


Table G(1) shows the population estimates on which these rates have been 
calculated. In Table G(2) there are shown death-rates by age and sex for the 
years 1941 to 1954 and for groups of years back to 1911-15. (Tables 35, 37 
and 38). 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
2,861. When related to the 92,315 live births in 1954 the infant mortality rate 
is 31-0 per 1,000 live births. This is 0-2 above the rate for 1953 which 
* was the lowest rate ever recorded in Scotland. Up to the year 1915 the rate was 
never below 100, and by 1939 it had fallen to 69. Among male children the rate 
was 34-9 and among female children 26-9, the male rate being 0-2 and the female 

0-3 above that for 1953. 


The monthly infant mortality rate was highest in January, February, 
April and November and lowest in July, September and August. In 1953 the 
highest rates were recorded in January, February and December and the lowest 
in June, July, August and September.

Mortality among Legitimate and Illegitimate Children.—Among 
legitimate children the infant mortality rate was 30 per 1,000 live births, being 
31 in the counties of cities, 32 in the large burghs and 29 in the counties. These 
rates are the same as in 1953. Among illegitimate children the rate was 51, 
being 46 in the counties of cities, 56 in the large burghs and 52 in the counties. 
In 1953 the rates were 47 for Scotland, 58 in the counties of cities, 39 in the 
large burghs and 40 in the counties. 


Infant Mortality—Age at Death.—Table 31 classifies the number of 
deaths and the death-rates per 1,000 births by age in days, weeks and months 
during the first year of life. It shows that more infants died in the first day of 
life than in the remaining six days of the first week, and that 57 per cent of the 
children who died before reaching one year of age did not survive the first 
week. When ages are stated in months it is found that the rate falls suddenly 
from 20-6 per 1,000 births at ages under a month to 4:3 at 1-2 months. It is 
1-0 at 9-11 months. 


Infant death-rates at age under 28 days are highest in the large burghs. 
At ages over 1 month the rates for the cities and large burghs are in excess of 
the county rate. 7 
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In Tables 29 and 30 infant deaths are classified according to selected causes 
of death and according to month of registration. (See also page 46). 


Neo-natal Mortality.—Deaths at ages under 28 days are shown in Tables 
29 and 31. The following table shows the variations in the Infant Mortality 
rate since 1911 and how much of the rate has been attributable to neo-natal 
mortality. In the quinquennium 1911-15 the rate at ages between one month 
and one year was very much higher than the neo-natal rate, but from 1911 to 
1941 the difference between the two rates gradually decreased. From 1942 
onwards the neo-natal rate has been higher than the post-natal rate and the 
difference between the two rates has increased since 1948. In 1954 the rate for 
ages between 28 days and one year (10-4) was appreciably below the neo-natal 
rate (20-6).

Since 1936 infant deaths have been, for certain purposes, separately classified 
according to legitimacy, and this classification is shown in the table above. A 
longer period elapsed before the illegitimate post-natal rate fell below that 
of the neo-natal. The rate for ages between one month and one year was, 
until 1947, higher than the neo-natal rate, except in the year 1945 when the 
rate for ages between one month and one year was 27:7 and the neo-natal rate 
28-5. Since 1948 the neo-natal rate, as with legitimate infants, exceeds the 
death-rate in the later months of infancy. 

The causes of death in infancy will be found in Table 29 and are discussed 
later. (See page 46). 

See Appendix III for Neo-natal mortality according to Social Class. 


Centenarians.—Seventeen deaths of reputed centenarians were registered 
during the year, two males and fifteen females. In fourteen cases the age was 
verified as being at least 100 years, the verified age being 100 years in seven 
cases, 101 in three cases, 102 in two cases, 104 in one case and 106 in one case. 
Since 1910, when enquiries regarding such cases were begun, 624 have been 
registered as those of centenarians, 105 of males and 519 of females. The 
age has been verified as being at least 100 years in 378 cases (55 males and 323 
females) ; in 105 the evidence was rather against the claim; while in 141 cases 
no satisfactory evidence of age could be found. The highest numbers registered 
were in the years 1918 and 1950 when there were 19 deaths of centenarians. 
The greatest age verified since 1921 was one of 109 years and 14 days in 1936. 
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EPIFE TABLES 

The following abridged life table shows the expectation of life at different 
age periods on the experience of the 1954 mortality rates. In the separate age- 
groups the expectation of life is the average future lifetime a person aged x 
would live if the 1954 mortality rates had operated throughout. 

A table is also given showing the historical picture of the expectation of 
life at birth beginning with the period 1861-1870. One of the greatest improve- 
ments, especially in recent years, has been the declining infantile mortality 
rate. To bring this out clearly the expectation of life at age 1 is also given. 

It will be seen that since the period 1861-1870 the expectation of life at 
birth has increased by 25-2 years for males and by 26-6 years for females. The 
greatest improvement has taken place since the beginning of the century. In 
the thirty years from 1861-1870 to 1891-1900 the improvement in males was 
only 4:4 years and in females 3-5 years. From 1891-1900 to 1930-1932 the span 
had lengthened by 11-3 years for males and 12-1 years for females. Since 
1930-32 another 9-5 years and 11:0 years have been added to the respective 
Sexes. 

In the period 1861-1870 the hazards of infant mortality are clearly shown. 
If there was a survival through the first year of life the expectations of life 
jumped from 40-3 years at age 0 to 45-6 aged 1 for males and from 43-9 to 47:5 
for females. The expectation of life in 1861-1870 increased by 5°3 years in the 
first year of life in the case of males and 3-6 in the case of females. Allowing 
for the fact that these lives had survived through the first year of life, the 
overall increase was 6-3 and 4-6 years respectively. For 1954 the male difference 
was only 1-4 years and the female 1-0 years.

CAUSES OF DEATH 


Notre.—In 1949 deaths were classified according to the Fifth, and in 1950, 1951, 1952 and 
1953 according to the Sixth Revision of the International List. Averages referred 
to in this section of the Report dealing with causes of death are either not materially 
affected by, or have been adjusted in the light of changes from, the Fifth to the 
Sixth Revision. 


Certification.—The number of deaths registered in Scotland in 1954 was 
61,380. The cause was certified in 61,350 cases, or 99-95 per cent of the total, 
normally by a registered medical practitioner, but occasionally by an officer of 
the forces or other similarly authorised person, or by the report of a Procurator 
Fiscal. 


The percentage of cases in which the cause of death was uncertified was 0-05 
of the total and this is the lowest on record. It was 0-1 in the years 1948-1953, 
0-2 in 1945-1947 and 0:3 over the period 1936-1944. Back in 1881 it stood as 
high as 10-9 per cent but it fell, broadly speaking, by half in each decad 
thereafter. | 


As usual these cases of death without cause stated were commoner in 
counties in which the populations are more widely scattered. The county of 
Ross and Cromarty accounted for 8 of the 30 cases and Inverness-shire for 6. 
(See Table 7). 


The cause of death was specified in 60,671 cases or 98-8 per cent of the 
total deaths registered. These figures include 925 deaths attributed to senility. 
In 709 cases or 1-2 per cent of the total registered deaths, the cause of death 
was either ill-defined or not mentioned. 184 deaths were ascribed to heart 
failure. 490 were assigned to various symptoms and ill-defined causes, including 
52 from convulsions in children under 5 and 12 from unclassified uremia. In 
2Z cases no cause was specified and in 13 cases the death was described as 
sudden. 


Owing to the changes in the classification of causes of death, it is not 
possible to compare the experience of death certification in 1954 with any 
period prior to the year 1950. In that year the percentage of registered deaths in 
which the cause of death was either ill-defined or not stated was 1:2.

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Principal Epidemic Diseases.—This group as now classified consists of 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria, whooping cough, meningococcal infec- 
tions and measles. For comparison with previous years deaths from influenza 
are also included. The total number of deaths in the group in 1954 was 253. 
The equivalent death-rate is 5 per 100,000 population which compares with 8 
in 1953 and an average of 12 over the period 1949-53. 


There were 25 deaths from whooping cough in 1954, 16 fewer than in the 
previous year. Diphtheria caused 1 death, 1 less than in 1953 and the 
lowest figure yet recorded. 176 deaths from influenza made up the greater part 
of the deaths from epidemic diseases in 1954 and were 96 fewer than in 1953. 


The following Table J(1) shows the number of certified deaths in which influenza 
was mentioned not as the primary but as a contributory cause. Deaths from 
meningococcal infections numbered 41. This was 4 more than in 1953 though

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the figure is low compared with earlier post-war experience. There was 1 
death from typhoid fever. Measles accounted for 8 of the deaths from epidemic 
diseases, 21 fewer than in 1953. There were no deaths from scarlet fever but 1 
from streptococcal sore throat. It is of interest to note that deaths in the whole 
of this group of the main epidemic diseases accounted for less than 1 per cent of 
all deaths in Scotland. (Tables 35-40). 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 1,128 
compared with 1,341 in 1953 and are just over 50 per cent of the average of 
2,278 for the years 1949-1953. The death-rate from tuberculosis was 22 per 
100,000 of the population compared with 26 the previous year and with the 
average of 45. (Tables 35, 37-40). | . 


Since 1855, when the registration of deaths began, mortality ascribed 
to tuberculosis has continuously improved decade by decade, but there was a 
slight retardation in the rate of decline in the first world war and a considerable 
setback during and immediately after the second. | 


On the 1954 statistics death-rates from tuberculosis were heaviest at ages 
90-74 in males and 25-44 in females. (Table 35). | 


Deaths from tuberculosis were most numerous in February, March and 
January, in that order. (Table 43). . 


The rate in the counties of cities was 29 per 100,000, in the large burghs 25, 
in the small burghs 17 and in the landward areas 14. In the cities and large 
burghs the highest rates were recorded in Hamilton (47), Dumbarton (44) and 
Greenock (43) and the lowest in Aberdeen (12), Dunfermline and Stirling (11) and 
Dumiries (7). In the counties (excluding large burghs) the rates ranged from 
29 in Caithness, 26 in Lanark and 24 in Roxburgh to 7 in Wigtown, 6 in Moray 
and 5 in Dumfries, Midlothian, Orkney and Selkirk. Thete were no deaths from 
tuberculosis in the county of Kinross. (Table 4). 


Respiratory Tuberculosis.—Ninety per cent of the deaths from tuber- 
culosis in 1954 were due to the respiratory forms of the disease. They numbered 
1,010. In 1953 the number was 1,159. The average over 1949-1953 was 1,995. 
The death-rate from respiratory tuberculosis in 1954 was 20 per 100,000 (males 
25, females 15) compared with 23 in 1953 (males 30, females 16). The heaviest 
death-rates in males in 1954 were at ages 55-74, in females at 25-44. The lowest 
rates in each sex were recorded at 5-14 years. (Tables 35, 37-40). 


Deaths from respiratory tuberculosis were most numerous in February, 
March and January and fewest in August, June and September. The range of 
monthly incidence was from 50 in August to 123 in February. (Table 43). 


The rate in the cities was 27 per 100,000, in the large burghs 23, in the 
small burghs 15 and in the landward areas 12. It was highest in the large burghs 
of the west, Hamilton 42, Dumbarton 40, Greenock 37 and Glasgow 34. The 
eastern counties had the lowest death-rates from respiratory tuberculosis. The 
rate was 3 per 100,000 in Dumfries, 4 in Midlothian and Moray and 5 in Orkney 
and Selkirk. There were no deaths from respiratory tuberculosis in the counties 
of Kinross and Nairn. (Table 4). 


Non-respiratory tuberculosis.—Deaths from non-respiratory forms of 
_ tuberculosis numbered 118 compared with 182 in 1953 and an average of 283 in 
the five years 1949-1953. The rate per 100,000 was 3 for males and 2 for females — 
compared with 4 for males and 4 for females in 1953. 
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The rate for non-respiratory tuberculosis averaged more than 100 per 100,000 
population until 1880, fell rapidly to 72 in 1883, and thereafter more gradually, 
reaching a level of 60 prior to the first world war. By 1920 the rate had fallen to 
less than 40, and at the outbreak of war in 1939 it was down to 16. As with. 
respiratory tuberculosis, the decline was interrupted for a few years during 
and after the last war but the rate of 2 in 1954 is much lower than the pre-war 
rate of 16 per 100,000. (Tables 35, 37-40). 


Mortality from this cause is highest in each sex at ages unides five years. 
Twenty-four per cent of deaths from non-respiratory forms of tuberculosis 
occurred at ages under 10 and the following table shows the distribution at 
these younger ages in the past 17 years. It will be observed that deaths from: 
non-respiratory tuberculosis have, since 1946, both for males and for females, 
been heaviest among children between one and four; and not, broadly speaking, 
among infants under one, as previously. | 


Just over 37 per cent of the deaths in this group are from tubercular meningi- 
tis. Over the past ten years the general improvement in non-pulmonary 
deaths is shared in varying degree by deaths in most sites, but outstandingly so 
in meningeal and cad aa tuberculosis, and relatively’ less in abdominal 
tuberculosis.

Other Infective and Parasitic Diseases.—Deaths from syphilitic and 
parasyphilitic diseases numbered 109, of which 27 are attributable to acrtic 
aneurysm and 48 to the nervous affections. including locomotor ataxia and 

general paralysis of the insane. 


There were 21 deaths from acute poliomyelitis and polioencephalitis (13 
in 1953), 34 from lethargic encephalitis and 40 from other diseases due to 
_ viruses including 3 from late effects of acute poliomyelitis. 


Other deaths in this group include 5 from paratyphoid fever and other 
salmonella infections, 7 from dysentery, 3 from erysipelas, 25 from septicemia, 
4 from tetanus and 3 from Weil’s disease.

Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths from this group numbered 10,505, 
equivalent to a death-rate of 205 per 100,000. This rate is 7 more than that 
for the previous year and 10 above that for the five years 1949-53. 


The following table shows the crude rates and rates standardised to the 1951 
(Scottish) population for each year since 1931. The increase in the crude rate 
is substantial and was accelerated during the recent war. It is attributable 
mainly to changes in the age constitution of the population. This was accentu- 
ated by the withdrawal to the services during the war of a large number of 
persons, mostly young adult males. The remaining civilian population was thus 
loaded with an increased proportion of persons at ages where mortality from 
malignant disease is heavy. Since 1931 the crude rate has increased by 39 per 
cent, but when the experience is shown separately for the sexes males show the 
higher percentage increase of 60 compared with a 21 per cent increase for 
females. On the other hand, the standardised rate for both sexes varied within 
narrow limits, the rate of 184 in 1931 being similar to the rate of 183 in 1947. 
Tracing back the figures in the column showing the effect of standardisation 
from 1951 to 1931, there is no doubt that, but for the withdrawal of a large 
number of persons in the services, the yearly difference between the crude and 
standardised rate would have gradually widened during the war years thereby 
continuing the trend. Since 1951 the crude rate has increased by 13 but the 
standardised rate shows a difference of only 8. 


The standardised rate for males rose from 186 in 1931 to 241 in 1954 an 
increase of 30 per cent. This is only half-of the increase in the crude rate. 
On the other hand the female standardised rate decreased from 182 to 170, a 
reduction of 7 per cent compared with an increase of 21 per cent in the crude 
rate. of 


As Hodgkins disease, leukemia, aleukemia and mycosis fungoides were 
omitted from the malignant neoplasms before 1950 the rates for that year are 
calculated on the number of deaths classified to both the 5th and 6th Revisions 
of the International List of Causes of death. An allowance can therefore be made 
for the years prior to 1950.

Of the 10,505 deaths in 1954 that were classified to malignant neoplasms, 
5,478 were of males and 5,027 of females. In males the digestive tract accounted 
for 43 per cent of all deaths from cancer, the respiratory system for 30 per cent 
and genito-urinary organs for 12 per cent. The digestive tract also showed the 
highest proportion for females—45 per cent—followed by genito-urinary 
organs with 19 per cent and breast with 18 per cent. Of the 1,965 deaths 
allocated to the respiratory group, males numbered 1,626, almost five times 
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those recorded for females. Compared with 1950, the first year the present 
International Classification was introduced, male deaths have increased by 441. 
In the site groups the greatest differences were an increase of 106 in the respira- 
tory system and a decrease of 113 in the digestive system. In females little 
change was observed in the total—5,027 in 1954 against 4,992 in 1950. In the 
site groups a decrease of 177 deaths from malignant tumours of the digestive 
organs was offset by an increase of 147 such deaths in the breast and genito- 
urinary organs combined. 


In the individual sites the greatest number of deaths (1,514) occurred from 
cancer of the bronchus and lung, followed by 919 in the stomach, 615 in the 
intestines, 343 in the prostate and 323 in the rectum. The corresponding figures 
for 1950 were 1,099, 951, 634, 317 and 351 respectively. Apart from the large 


increase in cancer of the bronchus and lung little change is observed. Among 


females the most predominant sites were breast which accounted for 883 deaths, 
followed by stomach with 774, intestines with 739, uterus with 476 and bronchus 


and lung with 295. The 1950 numbers were 821, 878, 811, 465 and 290 


respectively. The greatest change in the five years is the reduction of deaths 
classified to. the stomach. 


Diabetes.—Deaths from this cause numbered 445 (128 males and 317 
females), 6 more than in 1953, and in the past ten years the figures have not 
shown much fluctuation. The much heavier female rate is most in evidence at the 
highest age groups. (Tables 35 and 37). 


Anzmias.—Deaths from this cause numbered 248 of which 79 were of 
males and 169 of females. In 1953 the number was 220. The majority of 
deaths in the group are due to pernicious and other hyperchromic anzmias and 
these account for 150. 


Other General Diseases.—In addition to the foregoing there were 256 
deaths from asthma, an increase of 26 compared with 1953, 27 deaths from 
thyrotoxicosis (18 in 1953) and from other diseases of thyroid 43 (40 in 1953). 


Diseases of the Nervous System.—In this group there were 10,391 
deaths, of which the majority (9,562) were from vascular lesions affecting the 
central nervous system. Most of the latter are certified as either cerebral 
hemorrhage (4,346) or cerebral embolism and thrombosis (4,329). Apart from 
these, though much less important numerically, the main nervous diseases were 
multiple sclerosis, paralysis agitans, epilepsy and other cerebral paralysis. Non- 
meningococcal meningitis deaths numbered 59 compared with 49 in 1953. 

The vascular lesions of the central nervous system show a heavier crude 
death rate in females, but for other diseases of the central nervous system there 
is little sex difference. 


Diseases of the Circulatory System.—Deaths in this group numbered 
22,926 of which 20,390 were ascribed to heart disease. The number increased 
steadily from 9,535 in 1931 to 16,503 in 1940. Change of classification in 1941 
reduced this number slightly (about 1 per cent) and in the two following years 
there was a substantial diminution in deaths in this group. Since then there 
has been an irregular increase. The change of classification between the fifth 
and sixth revision accounted for an increase of only } per cent in deaths allocated 
to this group. . 


Of the total deaths from diseases of the heart the vast majority (17,254) 
are ascribed to the arteriosclerotic or degenerative categories. Of these 8,584 
were arteriosclerotic heart disease (including coronary thrombosis), 8,314 other 
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forms of myocardial degeneration and 356 chronic endocarditis not specified 
as rheumatic. 


The number of deaths from angina pectoris and disease of the coronary 
arteries was 8,344 compared with 7,568 in 1953. These deaths, which in 1931 
numbered only 823, have since then shown a progressive increase in numbers. 
There has been a tendency, no doubt accelerated by official practice, to certify 
deaths as due to coronary thrombosis which previously might have been recorded 
merely as angina pectoris. From 1931 to 1945 all certificates specifying the 
cause of death as angina pectoris were returned to the certifier to ask if coronary 
disease was actually present. In the majority of instances this wasso. The result 
was that only 184 deaths were classified to angina pectoris in 1941, 123 in 1942, 

94 in 1943, 37 in 1944 and 44 in 1945, Since 1945 therefore angina has not been 
shown as a separate subheading in Scotland, deaths from this cause being 
classified to diseases of the coronary arteries. There is, however, no doubt 
about the marked increase in deaths in this group, since in 1941 there were 
2,803 deaths registered as due either to angina or coronary disease while in 1954 
there were no less than 8,344. Male deaths are much more frequent than females 
from this cause. 


Deaths from chronic rheumatic heart disease numbered 860 compared with 
807 in 1953. Acute rheumatic fever accounted for 49 deaths, an increase of 4 
from the previous year. Deaths from acute non-rheumatic conditions of the 
heart were 111. Functional and other and unspecified diseases of the heart 
caused 1,097 deaths, hypertension accounting for 1,901 of which 1,068 were 
associated with heart disease. 


Circulatory diseases apart from the heart are much less important. In 
1954 there were 1,198 ascribed to general arteriosclerosis, compared with 1,071 
in 1953. Deaths from pulmonary embolism and infarct numbered 119, which is 3 
fewer than in the previous year. This latter cause was, in the Fifth Revision, 
classified to the respiratory group. Other causes are much less frequent. 


Diseases of the Respiratory System.—Deaths from these causes ac- 
counted for 4,330 deaths, compared with 4,305 in 1953. Of these the principal 
individual causes were bronchitis (1,843), bronchopneumonia (1,259) and lobar 
_ pneumonia (291). Deaths, particularly from the two latter conditions, have 
improved appreciably over recent years. Under the new list deaths from in- 
fluenza are included under diseases of the respiratory system. They numbered 
176 compared with 272 in 1953. 


Diseases of the Digestive System.—Deaths in this group, exclusive of 
those from malignant disease and tuberculosis, numbered 2,064 compared with 
1,967 in 1953. The principal conditions under this heading are ulcer of stomach 
(289) and duodenum (367) and diarrhoea between 4 weeks and under 2 years of 
age (92). In the latter there has been a considerable reduction of mortality 
over recent years. Deaths from appendicitis numbered 106 and from hernia 
and intestinal obstruction 408. 


Diseases of Genito-urinary system.—tThese collectively numbered 
1,346 deaths compared with 1,308 in 1953. Apart from the fact that the numbers 
are slightly higher than in 1953 there has been a fairly steady decline during 
the past ten years. The principal components of the group are chronic nephritis 
(429) and diseases of the prostate (446). Deaths due to arteriosclerotic kidney 
etc., which were classified to this group in the fifth revision, are now classified 
to the hypertension group. The numbers are therefore not strictly comparable 
with those before 1950. Deaths from diseases of the prostate were 42 more than 
in 1953. | 
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Diseases of Pregnancy and Childbirth.—These numbered only 70 and 
form a new low record. They are a little less than one-quarter of these 
registered ten years ago. The most prominent constituents are sepsis (including 
post abortive sepsis), hemorrhage, accidents of childbirth and toxemias The 
total deaths represent a rate of 0-8 per 1,000 live births. (Table K(1).). 


In addition to the deaths classified as due to puerperal conditions there 
were 18 which occurred during pregnancy or within four weeks thereafter, but 
in which the puerperal condition was not specified as the primary cause of 
death. These are shown in detail in Table K(2). The number in 1954 is 5 fewer 
than in 1953.

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__ Diseases of Skin and Cellular Tissue.—There were 61 deaths from these 
_ causes compared with 60 in 1953 and 202 in 1943. There were over 300 deaths 
_ in this group in 1936 and 1937 and the general trend since that date has been 
steadily downwards. The reduction is mainly in deaths from cellulitis. 


Diseases of Bones and Organs of Movement.—These too are com- 
paratively unimportant causes of death, 271 deaths being registered during the 
_year. 


_ Malformations.—There were 676 deaths from these compared with 618 in 
1953. Congenital malformations of the heart were the most frequent (219). 
These were followed by spina bifida (160) and hydrocephalus (64) which ac- 
counted for most of the remaining conditions specified. The vast majority 
(77 per cent) of these deaths took place in the first year of life. 


Table L shows these deaths distributed in age groups. Of the 676 who died 
from congenital malformations 519 died at ages under one year and of these 
246 did not survive a week. The following table shows for each of the principal 
causes in the group and also for certain diseases of early infancy the rate per 
1,000 births in each quinquennium since 1936 and for individual years since 
1950. The rate for congenital malformations was 7-32 in 1954 compared with 
6-80 in 1953. A more accurate rate is obtained by limiting the deaths to those 

which occurred in the first year of life, but this does not materially affect the 
trend. 

Internal changes in classification such as prematurity affect some of the 
rates in comparisons of the years 1950-4 with earlier years.

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Diseases of Early Infancy.—Deaths from this group of causes totalled 
1,549 compared with 1,459 in 1953, and there has been a fairly steady improve- — 
ment in mortality from such causes during recent years. The most important ~ 
individual component of this group is prematurity unqualified, deaths from — 
which numbered 470, about a third of the total. Asphyxia, birth injury, © 
pneumonia of newborn and congenital debility are next in order of importance. 
Mortality ascribed to prematurity and, even more, to congenital debility has 
shown remarkable improvement recently. Deaths from injury at birth have 
shown no such favourable change. The rate for 1954 was 2-62 compared with ~ 
2-54 in 1953 and 2-85 in 1952. 


Senility.—Only 925 deaths were so attributed. In spite of the ageing of the 
population the numbers here have shown fairly steady diminution, and it is 
clearly due to transfer to other cause groups, presumably as a result of more 
specific certification. 


Violence.—2,672 deaths from violence were registered in 1954. 2,333 were 
from accidents and 302 from suicide. The remainder were caused by homicide, 
late effects of war operations and legal execution. 

There were 693 transport accidents in 1954, 61 fewer than in 1953. The 
majority were motor vehicle accidents—528—a decrease of 37 from the previous - 
year. Of the remainder, 53 were from railway accidents, 35 from road transport 
fatalities other than with motor vehicles, 32 in water transport accidents and 
45 in air transport accidents. 

The number of deaths from road transport accidents in Scotland from 1934 
is set out in summary form in the following table. The figures are given by 
sex and by five age groupings. It will be seen that at all ages accidents have 
taken a much heavier toll of the male than of the female population. Mortality 
has been notably heavy among young children and older people.

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Other deaths by accident are divided according as they take place in the 
home or elsewhere. Deaths in the home in 1954 made up, as usual, the greatest 
individual group of fatal accidents. They numbered 1,106 or 47 per cent of 
the total deaths from accident. This was 28 less than in 1953. 


The causes of accident in the home are indicated in Table M(2) below.

Accidental falls were the main cause, accounting for 508 deaths or nearly 
half of the total deaths through accidents at home. These deaths from falis 
were much heavier among females, numbering 346 or more than two-thirds of 
the total, and they took a very much heavier toll of older persons, as is seen 
from the fact that 89 per cent of the deaths were of persons over the age of 65 
(males 82 per cent, females 92 per cent). Confining the percentage to persons 
over the age of 75 it was 72 per cent. (67 for males and 74 for females). The 
percentage of deaths from falls among persons under the age of 65 was 11 (18 
for males and 8 for females). 


| Gas poisoning was the next heaviest cause of deaths in the home. It will 
be seen from the table that in 1954 there were 206 deaths, 106 of 
males and 100 of females, from accidental gas poisoning. 91 of these deaths 
were among persons over the age of 65 (males 43, females 48). 


The third heaviest cause was suffocation, which caused 173 accidental 
deaths in 1954. No less than 134 or 77 per cent were deaths of children under 
one and 13 of the remainder were of children between one and five. 80 of the 

deaths of children under one were due to inhalation and ingestion of food 
causing obstruction or suffocation. Of the remaining 54 deaths of children under 
one, 49 were due to suffocation in bed or cradle. 


Accidents caused by fire, etc., were the next heaviest contributor to deaths 


in the home in 1954. They caused 115 deaths. Among these there were 28 
children under five and 59 persons over the age of 65. 
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The following Table M(3) indicates the main causes of death by accident — 
elsewhere than at home, but excluding deaths from transport accidents. (See 
Table M(1) and relative text). | |

There were 168 deaths from drowning (excluding deaths in water transport) 
__the heaviest individual group. Next heaviest were accidental falls accounting 
for 135 deaths. 68 persons, all of them males but four, died from the impact 
of falling objects, and 33, all males, died through accidents caused by machinery. 

Generally it will be observed from the table that, apart from deaths by 
drowning, deaths outside the home are comparatively few among children. On 
the other hand, as has been noticed, young children in the home are the main 
sufferers from death by suffocation. Young children are also very vulnerable, 
as the figures show, to accidents caused by fire, etc. Boys are more liable 
to accidents outside than inside the home, but girls suffer as much from accidents 
at home as away from it. In earlier adult life in the age groups from 15 to 45 
accidents outside the home outnumber those in the home by more than three 
to one in the male population, but accidents at home outnumber those outside 
it in the female population. Between 45 and 65 males are again more vulnerable 
to accidents outside the home though the difference is narrowed; but by now 
the women are even more vulnerable than before to accidents at home. At 
ages over 65 domestic accidents are markedly more frequent than accidents 
aie and this is true of males though not in nearly the same degree as for 

emales. 
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The following Table M(4) compares in broad age-groups the death-rates of 
males and females from accidents at home (Table M(2)) and from accidents 
elsewhere (Table M(3)), always excluding transport accidents separately 
accounted for in Table M(1). It shows for each age-group the death-rate per 
100,000 of the population represented by the deaths from accident in that age- 
group in Scotland in 1954.

The over-all rate is appreciably lower for males than for females as regards 
accidents at home; but it will be observed that it is higher in each individual 
age-group except for age 65 and over where the rate for females is more than 
one-third higher. The figures show that males are more vulnerable to accidents 
outside the home in the proportion of almost six to one. The difference is even 
greater in the age-groups between 15 and 45. 


Fatal accidents occurring in coal mines and quarries are included in one 
or other of the previous tables. They are also separately accounted for by 
cause of death in Table N below. More than 58 per cent of them were due to 
blows from falling objects. Accidents caused by vehicles in the mines and by 
machinery were the next heaviest causes. The total was 3 more than in 1953 
when there were 54 fatal accidents in coal mines and quarries in Scotland.

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Suicide.—Deaths from suicide numbered 302, 202 males and 100 females. 
This is equivalent to a death-rate of 6 per 100,000 and is 1 above that for 1953 
and 1 above the average of the last five years. (Tables 41 and 42). 

A full list of deaths from accidental and suicidal poisoning and under anes- 
thetics will be found in Table 41. 


Relative Frequency of Cause of Death.—As in recent years the com- 
monest causes or cause-groups of death are, in descending order, heart disease, 
malignant disease, vascular lesions of the central nervous system, violence, 
congenital causes, bronchitis, pneumonia and tuberculosis. © These together 
account for 82 per cent of the total deaths in 1954. (See Table O below).

Infant Deaths.—Table 29 contains an analysis of deaths at age-periods 
under one year classified according to cause of death. For all causes of death 
the infant death-rates and the neo-natal rates (referring to children aged under 
28 days) will be found on page 30 for years and combinations of years | 
back to 1911, but Table 29 shows for 1954 a finer analysis by age with classifica-. 
tion according to cause of death. Of the 2,861 children who died before reaching 

one year of age, 888 had died before they were a day old; 1,641 did not survive 
a week and no fewer than 1,904 or two-thirds of the total had died before they 
were 4 weeks old. The changes in recent years in the number of deaths from 
congenital defects and from conditions associated with early infancy (debility, 
premature birth, etc.) have already been referred to (page 41)... Compared with 
1953, deaths from whooping cough decreased by 10 and from pneumonia and | 
diarrhoea (both excluding newborn) decreased by 8 and 33 respectively. — 
Deaths from pneumonia of newborn increased from 94 to. 122. | 


Of all deaths under one year of age numerically the most important are — 
congenital malformations, asphyxia and atelectasis, pneumonia (excluding 
newborn) and birth injuries, in that order. (Table 29). 


Month of Registration.—Table 30 shows deaths from the same causes as 
are shown in Table 29 but classified according to calendar month of registration. 
The rates by calendar month for all infant deaths have already been referred to © 
(page 27). These deaths were at a maximum in January and at a minimum in — 
September. The incidence of individual causes throughout the year generally 
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‘conforms to this pattern though the variation is considerable in deaths from 
\pneumonia. (Tables 30 and 63). 


| _ Deaths of Illegitimate Children.—These have been separately classified 
since 1936, and differences in rates (all causes) have already been referred to 
in page 29. The rate among illegitimate children is 70 per cent above that for 


|legitimate children—51 per 1,000 live births against 30 per 1,000 live births. 


| Table 31 shows for each large burgh and county the numbers of children 
who died in 1954 before reaching their first birthday. It indicates the duration 
of the lives of these children according to days, weeks or months as indicated in 
the headings to the table. The columns on the right-hand side of the table 
show the death-rates per 1,000 of the births in Scotland in 1954. Many of the 
rates are of course based on small numbers and subject therefore to large margins 
of error. It will be seen that the death-rate was equivalent to 31-0 per 1,000 
| births compared with a death-rate for the whole population of 12. The figures 
| show that children in the first four weeks of life were subject to much the 
heaviest mortality of the groups accounted for and that the mortality was 
| specially heavy on the first day of life and in the first week. 


The neo-natal rates for Scotland as a whole have already been dealt with 
| (see page 30) but in Table P there will be found for Scotland the death-rates for 
certain age-groups within the first year of life for 1954 and previous years.

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Death-Rates Standardised to Population of Great Britain in the 
Year of Experience.—Precise comparisons between the death-rates in England 
and Wales and those in Scotland cannot be made from an examination of the 
crude death-rates in the two countries. By agreement between the two Registrars 
General death-rates for Scotland and for England and Wales have been stan- 
dardised according to population based upon the age and sex distribution of 
Great Britain for the year of observation. 


Table 48 gives the standardised death-rates for the two countries for all 
causes and for certain specified diseases for the years 1950 to 1954. It will be 
observed that the standardised death-rate as a whole is materially in excess of 
that in England and Wales. When the rate is related to individual causes, the 
relative excess is greatest in diabetes, respiratory tuberculosis and rheumatic 
fever. In the case of syphilis, pneumonia, hypertensive disease and influenza, 
however, the Scottish rate is more favourable.

The population of Central Clydeside is estimated at 1,765,400 which is 
more than a third of the population of Scotland.. The birth-rate of 19-4 is 2:1 
higher than that of the rest of Scotland whereas the death-rate of 11-4 is 0:9 
less. The stillbirth rate is 3-4 per 1,000 total births more than in the rest of 
Scotland. 


The excess of the birth-rate over the abath® rate in ihe conurbation area was 
8-0 per 1,000 of the population against 5:0 in the remainder of Scotland. 
The excess of births over deaths in Scotland was 30,935, those in a oy 
Clydeside accounting for no less than 14,055. 


The infant mortality rate.at 34-0 per 1,000 live births is much less favourable 
than that of the remainder of Scotland which i is 29-2. 
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The over-all death-rate in the conurbation area is for males 1,278 per 100,000 
of the population compared with 1,292 in the rest of Scotland. The female 
rates are 1,021 and 1,167 respectively. The accompanying table compares the 
rates by sex from the principal groups of causes of death. Although the conurba- 
tion area has a slightly better death-rate for males mortality from respiratory 
tuberculosis and diarrhcea is twice as high as that for the rest of Scotland. 
So also there is an outstanding excess of deaths from bronchitis. On the other 
hand the death-rate from heart disease is much higher in the rest of Scotland. 


The over-all female rate shows a greater difference in favour of the conurba- 
tion area, but again respiratory tuberculosis is twice as heavy as in the rest of 
the country. This excess is more than accounted for by decreases in malignant 
neoplasms, vascular lesions of central nervous system and heart disease. The 
higher death-rates in the remainder of Scotland is no doubt due to an older age 
structure.

Table 10 shows the number of births analysed by age of mother, and, so 
far as legitimate births are concerned, by the duration of marriage. As usual, 
more children were born to mothers aged between 25 and 29 than to those in 
any other quinquennial age-group. The single ages which contributed the 
greatest number of children were 24 years, 23 years and 25 years (in that order), 
and this is also true when related to legitimate births. At age 31 the number 
was much smaller. The largest. number of illegitimate births was to mothers 
aged 20, 22 and 21 in that order. | 

It will be observed from the following Table that every year since 1940 
the proportion of births to mothers in the age-group 20-24 was greater, and 
since 1947 much greater, than in 1939, the first year in which figures are avail- 
able.

The percentage of first births taking place within eight months of marriage 
is 0-4 lower than that for 1953. If these are added to the number of illegitimate 
births, the combined total is about 3,700 below that for 1939; and about 150 
below that for last year. 


In the Report for 1953 a summary of Table 13 was given for the years 1939, 
and 1945 to 1953 (Table F(c) ). This Table is now repeated for the years 1939, 
and 1946 to 1954.

In 1954 there was a total increase of 1,456 legitimate births compared with 
1953 and first births increased by 672. The total legitimate births increased 
by 1-7 per cent, first births increased by 2-1 per cent, second births increased 
by 2-1 per cent and third births increased by 0-5 per cent. 


On examining the proportion which first births bear to the total births for 
the year as set out in Table F(c) it is found that the percentage which was 35:5 
in 1939 increased to 41-5 in 1947. From then the rate decreased from 38-6 in 
1948 to 35-8 in 1951, but in 1952 and 1953 the rate increased to 36:5. The rate 
for 1954 however shows further increase and is 36-7. 


Table 14 shows legitimate births by duration of present marriage and 
number of previous children. It also indicates the trend of family size. The 
following Table, covering the period 1939 and 1943 to 1954 and relating to 
children by present husband only, gives average family size—but only for those 
families having a child in the year under observation. The figures shown 
include the birth in the particular year referred to as well as previous births. 
They show that the average size of family into which a child was born decreased 
from 1939 to 1943, and remained practically stationary until 1945. The average 
decreased substantially in 1946 and 1947, rose slightly in 1948 and since then 
has remained fairly steady. The figure for 1954 (2-42) is -01 below that for 1953 
and -04 less than in 1946. The trend since 1939 has therefore been downward.

Table 20 sets out the number of multiple confinements classified by age of 
mother and type of birth (live and still). It also shows as a percentage of all 
mothers the number of mothers who gave birth to multiple children. 


Tables 15 and 16 contain statistics of women who have been married but at 
the time of death are stated to have had no children. The results are summarised 
in the following Table F(d). It will be seen that the percentage of women who 
die childless does not vary greatly from year to year but has tended to decrease 
since 1943. The number of deaths among divorced women is too small to give 
a reliable rate for individual years. In 1954, 12 per cent of the married women 
who died were under 45 years of age, whereas less than one per cent of widows 
died under that age.

Table 17 shows deaths from the principal causes by age-groups of women 
who had been married, and gives figures of those who had children and those 
who died childless. The purpose of the table is to see if there is any connection 
with certain diseases and infertility. 
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APPENDIX II 
REGISTRATION OF STILLBIRTHS 


The total number of stillbirths registered during the year 1954 was 2,401 
and with 92,315 live births registered during the same period these stillbirths are 
equivalent to a rate of 25-3 per 1,000 total births, live and still, as compared 
with 42-2 in 1939, 27-1 in 1949 and 24-8 in 1953. The 1954 rate is 0-5 higher than 
that for 1953 but apart from this increase there has been a continuous reduction 
in the rate since 1939, the first year in which stillbirths were registered in Scot- 
land. 

The geographical distribution of these live and stillbirths (together with 
neo-natal deaths among live born infants) and the corresponding rates for still- 
births, neo-natal deaths and for the two groups combined are shown in Table 
18. For local authority aggregates the highest stillbirth rate is recorded for 
counties of cities, the lowest for landward areas, the value for the large burghs 
- being intermediate. The rate for the counties of cities was 26-7, and for large ~ 
burghs 25-8, the corresponding rates for the previous year being 24-8 and 27:1. 
The aggregate rates for 1954, showing a definite urban excess, are in this respect 
in line with the general experience of preceding years. 

As in previous years, the rates for individual large burghs and counties 
show wide variations, but in some, owing to the comparatively small numbers 
involved, the annual rates are not very stable. Among large burghs the highest 
rates for the year are observed in Falkirk (37), Hamilton (34) and Kirkcaldy 
(33), the lowest in Rutherglen (18), Kilmarnock (17) and Inverness (8). In 
the counties the highest rates were in Zetland (39), Kinross (38) and Wigtown 
(32), the lowest in Argyll (15), Sutherland (14) and Bute (13). For the combined 
_ stillbirth and neo-natal rate, the lowest rates were in the burghs of Aberdeen 
(35), Kilmarnock (33) and Inverness (31), and in the counties of Perth (31), 
Sutherland (23) and Bute (22). The heaviest were in the large burghs 
of Hamilton and Falkirk (57), Greenock (56) and Paisley (54) and in the 
counties of Zetland (77), Kinross (67) and Wigtown (63). 

In Table SB(a) will be found the stillbirth rates aggregated for the four 
geographical divisions of Scotland. The rate in the West Central group of 
counties is highest with that for the Southern division second, while the rate for 
the Northern district is lowest of all. (From Table 18 it will be seen that for 
the more comprehensive rate for stillbirths and neo-natal deaths the higher 
rates are for the Southern and West Central county groups in that order and 
the lowest is in the northern Division.) The stillbirth rates for large burghs 
are heavier than those for county districts in the West Central and Southern 
Divisions.

Stillbirths and Neo-natal deaths.—Table 18 shows the numbers and 
rates for stillbirths and neo-natal deaths (under 28 days of age) separately 
and combined for individual local authority areas and administrative and 
geographical aggregates thereof. For Scotland as a whole in 1954, out of every 
1,000 born alive or dead after the 28th week of pregnancy 45:5 died before or 
within 28 days of birth. This figure compares with 46-4 in 1951-1953 and with 
77-3 in 1939. The rates for individual years since the beginning of stillbirth 
registrations are as follows:—

Both rates have declined since 1939, the stillbirth rate rather more regularly 
than the neo-natal rate but each is now less than two-thirds of the rate registered 
15 years ago. 


Age of Mother and Number of Previous Children.—Table 19 shows 
legitimate and illegitimate stillbirths classified according to age of mother, 
and legitimate stillbirths according to the number of children already born to 
the mother. For all births, legitimate and illegitimate, the rate is 25-3 per 
1,000 total births, this rate being at its lowest when the mother was aged 
20-24 years and rising thereafter with increasing age of the mother. These 
latest figures confirm the experience of earlier years that the younger the mother 
in general, the less risk there is of stillbirth, the exception being that youngest 
mothers (under 20 years) show a heavier rate than mothers of 20-24. For 
every age-group the illegitimate stillbirth rates are higher than the corresponding 
legitimate rates. They are based on small numbers, but exhibit a similar 
general trend as the legitimate rates, viz: a fairly steady increase with increasing 
age of mother after 20. 


_ Table SB(B) has been prepared from the distribution of stillbirths by age 
and parity shown in Table 19 in order to contrast first births with all subsequent 
births at different ages of mother. This shows that the rate for primiparous 
is for every age of the mother appreciably higher than for multiparous births. 


Among multiparous births themselves, as will be observed from Table 19, 
the relative frequency of stillbirth varies widely, being least in the case of a 
second birth and thereafter increasing with increase in the number of previous 
children born to the mother. :

To examine separately the influence of parity and of age of mother, Table 
SB(C) has been compiled. The parity groups are aggregated to obtain more 
stable rates. For each parity group the stillbirth rate tends to increase with 
increasing age of mother and when the experience of mothers of similar ages 
is examined, it is found that as a rule the rate increases with increasing number 
of previous children, an important exception being for first births in which are 
found higher rates than for 1-3 previous children. The stillbirth rate for 
first births is above the average rate for each maternal age group.

Illegitimate stillbirths.—Of the 2,401 stillbirths, 146 or 6-1 per cent 
were illegitimate, this being an appreciably greater proportion than among 
living births, 4-5 per cent of which were illegitimate. The stillbirth rate was 
33-8 per 1,000 total illegitimate births but it varied with age of mother, being 
27 for young unmarried women under 20 years, the highest rates of all being in 
the later ages. The corresponding general rate for legitimate infants was 24-9 
per 1,000 and this better experience is apparent in every age group. 

The percentage of illegitimate stillbirths and live births are compared for 
individual years as follows :—

Multiple Births.—In page 22 of this Report reference is made to multiple 
births where the children were born alive. From Table 20 it will be seen that 
when stillborn children are included it is found that there were 123 additional 
cases of the birth of twins in 97 of which one was stillborn (the others being 
included among the single births) and in 26 of which both were stillborn. 
(See page 169). 


Adding the number of stillbirths to the living births, it is found that the 
total number of children born was 94,716 of whom 92,315 were live born and 
2,401 stillborn, the total number of confinements being 93,378. Of these 
confinements 92,054 resulted in a single birth, 1,310 in a twin birth, and 14 
in a triplet birth. Of the 2,620 twin children 149 were stillborn—a rate of 
57 per 1,000 twin children compared with 25 for all children and 24 for single 
births. The total confinements according to plurality or otherwise are 
summarised below. 


The percentage of mothers who gave birth to two or more children was 1-42 
compared with 1-33 in 1953. In Table 2 rates will be found from 1855 onwards 
but prior to 1939 they relate to multiple live births only and are not comparable 
with those for subsequent years. Since 1939 the rate has varied between 1-27 and 
1-45.

Certification.—In the great majority of the 2,401 stillbirths registered, the 
cause of death was certified by a medical practitioner (2,373) and in only 24 by 
a certified midwife. There were 3 cases of registration following receipt from 
the Procurator-Fiscal of a Schedule of Result of Precognition, and only one case 
in which it was necessary for a statutory declaration to be made by the infor- 
mant that the child was not born alive. The percentages certified by a medical 
practitioner and by a midwife were 98-8 and 1-0 respectively. In 1953 the 
corresponding figures were 98-7 and 1-2 and in 1939, 94-4 and 5-3 respectively. 

Principal Causes of Stillbirth.—The causes of stillbirth, shown separately 
by sex of child and age of mother, are dealt with in detail in Table 21 and rates 
per 1,000 total births are given in Table SB(E) in summarised form. Of the 
2,401 stillbirths, 482 were attributed to foetal defects, 375 to difficult labour, 
370 to antepartum hemorrhage, 350 to ill-defined causes and 234 to toxemias 
of pregnancy. The order of importance of these several groups is as in recent 
past experience. 

In group I (acute and chronic diseases of mother) only 51 cases are included, 
of which the chief individual components are diseases of the circulatory system 
(22) and diabetes (9). Deaths from toxemia, of which 88 per cent were eclamp- 
sia, numbered 234 compared with 218 in 1953, 199 in 1952 and 256 in 1951. 
Feetal deaths attributed to difficulties at birth numbered 375, of which 96 were 
certified as birth injury. There were 7 deaths from birth injury associated 
with immaturity. Of the remainder the most frequently stated causes were 
malposition of foetus (116 cases of which 19 were also stated to be immature), 
abnormality of forces of labour (34 with 2 stated as immature) and disproportion 
(67 with 19 immature). (The individual causes within this group are not readily 
- comparable with these in the list in use prior to 1950.) Antepartum hemorrhage 
leading to stillbirth is preponderantly accidental hemorrhage, less than one- 
tenth of this whole group being ascribed to placenta previa. Of stillbirths 
ascribed to congenital defect, the most important individual defects were 
anencephalus (276) and hydrocephalus (106) these accounting jointly for about 
four-fifths of the whole group. Placental and cord complications (apart from 
antepartum hemorrhage) accounted for a total of 413 deaths, roughly equal 
numbers being found for prolapse, torsion of cord and for placental infarct. 
Ill-defined and unknown causes still constitute 15 per cent of stillbirths (15 per 
cent in 1953), but compare favourably with the figure of 33 per cent at the 
outset of registration of stillbirths in 1939. 

For the principal cause groups the rates per 1,000 births by age of mother 
are shown in Table SB(E). For acute and chronic disease in mother, other and 
placental cord conditions and other defined causes the rates rise steadily with 
age of mother. Generally for the remaining groups, the rates in the first age- 
group (under 20 years) are rather higher than at 20-24 years but thereafter, as in 
other groups, these rates also progressively increase with advance of maternal age.

For 1954 the ratio of male : female stillbirths was 1-07, the corresponding 
ratio for live births being 1-06. This ratio throughout the years from 1939 
has fluctuated between 1-06 and 1-27, but during the same period the ratio for 
live births has been much more stable, varying only between 1-05 and 1-07. 
The excess of males is more pronounced for the cause groups, acute and chronic 
disease of mother, difficult labour and antepartum hemorrhage, but for 
toxzemias and foetal defects there is a decided female excess. 


Causes of Stillbirth by Parity.—Table SB(F) shows the stillbirth rates for 
broad cause groups for all married women and separately among primiparous 
and multiparous births. The heavier general rate among primiparous births 
is chiefly attributable to foetal defects, other placental and cord conditions 
and difficult labour, and, in less degree, to toxemias and antepartum hezmorr- 
hage. The rates among them are more favourable than in the multiparous for 
acute and chronic diseases in mother, antepartum hemorrhage, other placental 
and cord conditions and other defined causes.

Illegitimate Stillbirths by Cause.—The number of illegitimate stillbirths 
analysed by cause is shown in the last column of Table 22. There were in all 
146 stillbirths from unmarried mothers, the rate being 33-8 per 1,000 compared 
with 24-9 among infants of married mothers. The greatest absolute and relative 
excess in the rates for illegitimates are found in ill-defined or unknown causes and 
other causes in mother. 


Month of Registration.—Stillbirths are classified by cause of death and 
month of registration in Table 23. The monthly rate for all causes fluctuates 
between 23 in October and 28 in June and August. The quarterly rates showed 
no marked or regular season fluctuation either for all or for individual cause 
groups of stillbirths. (Tables 63 and SB(G).) 
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Stillbirths by Cause and Place of Occurrence.—Table 23A shows the 
stillbirths by cause subdivided by place of occurrence. Of the total 2,401 still- 
births, 1,941 or 80-8 per cent occurred in institutions. The highest proportions 
are, as expected, found for acute, serious illness peculiar to pregnancy such as 
eclampsia, placenta previa and accidental hemorrhage or general illness such 
as diabetes and heart disease, together with difficult labours from disproportion 
or cause not stated or due to foetal causes such as hydrocephalus and anence- 
phalus. The lower proportions of institutional stillbirths, proportions actually 
lower than the average for all deliveries, are found for accidents to the mother, 
placental infarct, spina bifida, congenital heart or other circulatory defect, 
debility and unknown causes. These figures naturally afford no information on 
the relative safety to the foetus of domiciliary or institutional birth. Initial 
selection on such grounds as parity, general health of mother, previous obstetri- 
cal history, social factors and personal preference, together with the later, 
perhaps more important selection on the advent of illness during pregnancy 
or of obstetrical or other accidents in pregnancy and labour preclude any 
inferences on these lines on the basis of such data as those in Table 23A. 


Stillbirths by Cause and Local Authority Area.—In Table 24 the still- 
births in each local authority area in Scotland are shown subdivided according 
to the full list of causes in use since 1950. Live births for these areas are given 
in Table 47. While a detailed geography of individual causes will not result 
until a longer experience becomes available, the table will be published annually 
as offering opportunity for study of individual causes or groups of causes in 
different combinations or types of local authority area.

BIRTHS, STILLBIRTHS AND INFANT DEATHS

been grouped in vital statistical investigations. Class | represents the pro- 
fessional and financially independent section of the population, Class Ill 
represents the skilled artisan and analogous workers, and Class V labourers 
and workers in other unskilled callings. Classes II and IV are intermediate, 
comprising occupations of mixed types or types not readily assignable to the 
class on either side.

Analysis of the figures for 1954 confirms the conclusions to which that of 
previous years has pointed, viz: that Social class has a much more marked 
effect on Infant Mortality than on the incidence of stillbirths, and that it is 
more important in post-natal than in neo-natal deaths. These conclusions are 
borne out not only by the figures for Scotland as a whole but also by those for 
the cities, large burghs and for the counties. 


Comparing the Scottish rates for 1953 with those for 1954 it is found that 
the increase in the Infant Mortality rate from 30-8 to 31-0 was shared by classes 
II and 111. The rate for classes I, IV and V each show a reduction compared 
with 1953 especially class I. The post-natal mortality rate fell from 11-5 in 
1953 to 10-4 in 1954, a fall which affected all classes with the exception of 
class II. The neo-natal rate increased from 19-3 in 1953 to 20-6 in 1954 the 
increase affecting classes III and V. 


Age and Parity Distribution of Births in Different Social Classes.— 
Since age of mother and previous parity each have an influence on the outcome 
as regards stillbirth frequency and since explanation of the differences of still- 
birth rates in the social classes is of importance, there are incorporated in this 
section detailed tables from which, inter alia, social class differences of parity and 
maternal age among the births each year can be observed and thus offer 
opportunity of assessing the influence, if any, of such differences on the crude 
stillbirth rates. Tables 27 and 28 show total births and stillbirths separately 
thus subdivided in this manner for each of the five social classes, 


The main points of note here are the higher proportion of first births and 
the lower proportion of parities of higher order (five and over) in class I com- 
pared with classes IV or V and the progressive and regular change in this 
respect throughout the social classes from I to V. Such differences of distribution 
would tend to produce favourable rates in classes I and II compared with the 
remainder. With age of mother, the social class differences are of opposite 
character as regards influence on the crude stillbirth rates, in the first two classes 
the proportion of births to mothers in earlier age-groups being smaller, in older 
ages correspondingly higher than in the remaining classes. This difference 
would, other things being equal, tend to produce heavier stillbirth rates in the 
upper classes. Moreover for specific previous parities, the tendency is for the 
average age to be higher in classes I and II than elsewhere. 


With a view to illustrating the magnitude of the effects of these social 
class differences of age and parity constitution, there was published in the 
1950 Report a table of correcting factors found by standardising the still- 
birth rates in the five social classes for age of mother and parity separately 
and jointly. The calculations were based upon the experience over several 
years. It was found that the application of these correcting factors had little 
effect upon the comparative relationships between the social class rates and 
that the crude stillbirth rates did not give a distorted view of social class 
differences of mortality in this period. 


Causes of Stillbirths in Different Social Classes.—The relative import- 
ance of the several broad cause groups of foetal death have already been noted. 
In Table 25 the registered causes off stillbirths are shown (in detail in respect 
of legitimate. stillbirths only) for each of the five social classes. 


ihe percentage social class distribution of total legitimate births, live and 
still, in Scotland is as follows : Class I 4-0, Class II 10-6, Class III 55 ‘6, Class IV 
16-3 and Class V 13-5 per cent. From these figures and those in Table 25, the 
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following condensed table of numbers and rates per 10,000 total births offers 
some indication of the causes to which general social class differences in the 
total stillbirth rates are attributable.

| While the rates for the five social classes increase progressively from Class I to 
V it is not possible to treat individual causes or even the broader cause groups 
in this fashion on the basis of one year’s experience. The above condensed 
_ version does show, however, to some extent in what groups the greatest 
_ differences are found. Thus relatively, the greatest divergences between the 
_two extreme pairs of social class are in difficult labour where the rate for 
Class IV and V exceeds that for I and II by 79 per cent, and in fcetal defects 
and in antepartum hemorrhage where the excess is 76 and 40 per cent re- 
spectively. These same cause groups account for the greatest part (almost 
three quarters) of the absolute difference between the extremes of social class. 
In spite of these differences there is a general similarity in the broad pattern 
of causes of stillbirths in all the social classes. Foetal defects, other placental 
and cord conditions, difficulty in delivery and antepartum hemorrhage are 
the more important causes. Ill-defined and unknown causes are also prominent 
in all classes. 


_ Causes of Infant Mortality in Different Social Classes.—The causes 
of death’in the first year of life in legitimate infants in the five social classes 

are shown in Table 26. For any one year the number of deaths for a given cause 
in individual social classes is often small (especially in Classes I and I) so that 
several of the cause rates must be unreliable. Similar information is being 

‘published annually, so that soon a very useful body of reliable information will 
be built up. 


_ The total infant mortality, as has been indicated above, is directly related 

to social class and, using only the three social groups as in the table below, it 
‘will be observed that the mortality of Classes IV and V is 74 per cent higher 
than that in I and II. The difference between the rates for causes of early 
infant deaths and those generally occurring at a later date in the first year of 
life is also clear. Thus, for the neo-natal causes as a whole and for other causes 
the rates per 10,000 are these :—

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Relatively and absolutely the difference in infant mortality between Social 
Classes I and II and Social Classes IV and V is greater for the later death date 
of infancy, neo-natal causes being 43 per cent higher in Classes IV and V than 
in I and II, other causes being over three times as high, and of the total absolute 
difference between the rate for class extremes a smaller contribution to this 
is made by the earlier causes (72 as compared with 76 per 10,000 for other 
causes). | 3 | 
For individual diseases or groups, mortality in infancy is consistently 
heavier in Classes IV and V, relatively least for birth injury, other infantile 
diseases and congenital malformations (with excess varying from 10 per cent 
in the first to 85 per cent in the last named), relatively greatest in suffocation 
and bronchitis and pneumonia and other digestive diseases. The greatest con- 
tributions to the absolute difference in the total rate, are made, however, by 
bronchitis and pneumonia, congenital malformations and other infantile 
diseases which jointly contribute over half of the divergence of 147 per 10,000 
births in the rates for all causes, |

ALL CAUSES 
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ADDITIONAL STATISTICS REGARDING MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
2 IN SCOTLAND DURING THE YEAR 1953 


A preliminary statement regarding the marriages registered in Scotland 
\during the year 1953 was incorporated in the Ninety-ninth Annual Report, but 
as full details of the registered marriages were not available at the time when 
the report was prepared the statement was necessarily restricted. It is now 
supplemented by this detailed report on these marriages, which includes figures 
laccording to the kind of marriage preliminaries (Banns, Notice or Sheriff’s 
Licence), the type of marriage, the church of celebration and the ages and 
tonjugal condition of those marrying. 





| In the Ninety-ninth Annual Report it was stated that the number of 
marriages registered in Scotland in 1953 was 40,927, but after complete examina- 
ition of the registers the corrected number is found to be 40,902. This is 252 
fewer than the number in 1952 but is much above the average numbers registered 


annually prior to 1939. : 




















| _ During the seven years 1939-1945 the number of marriages was in the region 
of 319,000. In the next seven years the number had fallen to about 299,000. 
Even so, this is considerably higher than the 257,000 registered in the period 
1932-38. Since 1949 the annual number has varied within the narrow limits of 
40,459 and 41,708, and the figure of 40,902 for 1953 seems to suggest stability 
for a few years at least. The greatest number of marriages ever registered in 
any One year in Scotland was in 1940 when the total was 53,522. 


| The marriages in 1953 represent a rate of 7-99 per 1,000 population as against 
8-05 in 1952. 


Ecclesiastical, Civil and Irregular Marriages.—Of the 40,902 marriages 
fegistered, 33,715 or 82-43 per cent were solemnised by a minister of religion 
after proclamation of banns, publication of notice or Sheriff’s licence, 7,180 or 
17-55 per cent were civil marriages under the Act of 1939, and 7 or 0-02 per 
tent were irregular. Percentages in 1952 were 81-86, 18-12 and 0-02 respectively. 


_ Civil marriages accounted for 24-9 per cent of marriages in the cities, 17-5 
in the large burghs and 8-7 per cent in the counties, as against 26-1, 18-2 and 
8-7 respectively in 1952. This percentage ranged in the cities and large burghs 
ftom 34-3 in Dunfermline, 33-6 in Perth and 31-5 in Edinburgh to 6:8 in Airdrie, 
4-6 in Coatbridge and 1-9 in Port Glasgow. In Glasgow it was 21-5. In the 
counties it ranged from 25-0 in Selkirk, 16-3 in Moray and 14:8 in Wigtown 
to 4-3 in Orkney, 3-7 in Kirkcudbright and 3:6 in Stirling.

Method of Publication.—Of the 33,715 ecclesiastical marriages (i.e., those | 
with a religious ceremony) 72-9 per cent were solemnised after proclamation 
of banns, 23°3 per cent after publication of notice, 3-3 per cent after proclama- 
tion of banns for one party and publication of notice for the other, while 0-5 per | 
cent were after Sheriff’s licence under the special provisions of the Act of 1939. 
In the cities and large burghs these four percentages were respectively 66-7, 
29-4, 3-3 and 0:6 while in the counties they were 82:0, 14-4, 3-3 and 0:3. | 


Table Q shows the frequency of banns or of publication of notice in the case | 
of marriages solemnised according to the forms of each of the principal churches. | 
In the Church of Scotland proclamation of banns was the most usual preliminary 
(93-2 per cent of all Church of Scotland marriages). In the United Free Church | 
77:7 per cent of the marriges celebrated were preceded by banns and in the 
Congregational Church 68-6 per cent. On the other hand 90-5 per cent of Roman 
Catholic marriages and 96-8 per cent.of Jewish marriages were preceded by 


publication of notice. : | 


Of the 7,180 civil marriages registered, 6,806 were preceded by publication of 
notice at the office of the Registrar, while 374 were after Sheriff’s licence under 
a provision of the Act of 1939 whereby publication of notice may be dispensed 
with in certain circumstances of emergency. (Tables R, 49, and 50). 


Church of Celebration.—Of the 33,715 ecclesiastical marriages those 
according to the forms of the Church of Scotland numbered 23,597 or 70-0 per 
cent, those according to the forms of the Roman Catholic Church 6,284 or 18-6 
per cent of the Congregational Church 947 or 2-8 per cent and of the Scottis 
Episcopal Church 935 or 2:8 per cent (Tables Q and 5S). )

From Table 49 it will be seen that there has not been any marked change 
from year to year in the proportions of those married according to the forms 
of the principal churches. Compared with 1952 the percentage of marriages 
-celebrated according to the forms of the Church of Scotland increased by 0-2 
and that of the Roman Catholic Church by 0-7. The United Free Church of 
Scotland also showed a slight increase but Scottish Episcopal marriages were 
slightly less than the previous year. Civil marriages decreased by 0-6 per cent 
compared with 1952. The local distribution according to ecclesiastical forms, 
-and the numbers and proportion of non-ecclesiastical marriages, are set out in 
Table 51. Church of Scotland marriages constituted 57-7 per cent of all 
marriages in Scotland. The proportion was 48°8 in the cities, 51-7 in the large 
burghs and 71-6 in the counties. In individual large burghs the highest per- 
centages were 67-0 in Arbroath, 64-7 in Rutherglen and 62-2 in Ayr. In the 
counties the highest were in Kincardine 87-5, Berwick 86-6 and Nairn 85-9. 
Roman Catholic marriages made up 15-4 per cent of all Scottish marriages, 
the percentage being 17-0 in the cities, 18-8 in the large burghs and 11-6 in the 
counties. In the individual cities and large burghs the highest were 42-7 in 
Coatbridge, 37-7 in Dumbarton and 36-3 in Port Glasgow. In the counties 24-8 
in Lanark, 23-3 in Dunbarton and 22-8 in Renfrew. (Table 51). 





Conjugal Conditions of Those Marrying.—Of the 40,902 males marrying 
during the year, 37,535 or 91-8 per cent were bachelors, 1,999 or 4-9 per cent 
were widowers and 1,368 or 3-3 per cent had been divorced. Of the same number 
of females, 37,985 or 92-9 per cent were spinsters, 1,437 or 3-5 per cent were 
widows, and 1,480 or 3-6 per cent had been divorced. Compared with the previous 
year there is a decrease in the percentage of widowers, widows and divorced 
persons, and an increase in the percentage of bachelors and spinsters. The 
following Table shows the marriages registered during 1953 arranged according

Of divorced men 70 per cent married spinsters, 13 per cent married widows and — 
18 per cent married divorced women. Some 94 per cent of the spinsters marrying — 
during 1953 married bachelors, of the widows 45 per cent married bachelors | 
and 43 per cent married widowers, and of the divorced women who remarried, © 
69 per cent married bachelors, 15 per cent married widowers and 16 per cent 
married men who had also been divorced. These proportions do not differ | 
materially from those observed in 1952. The number of cases in which both | 
parties had been divorced rose from 42 in 1942 to 264 in 1947.

From the decennium 1871-1880 to that of 1931-40, apart from the first war 
period 1911-20, the percentage of widows remarrying has shown a progressive 
decline. It rose again during the second war in the period 1941-50 but from 1951 
onwards it has again decreased although the percentage of 3-5 in 1953 is 0-5 
above the 1931-40 average. The percentage of widowers remarrying has 
always been higher than that of widows, being approximately twice as much in 
the second half of last century, but the percentage has fallen so steadily that it 
is now only 40 per cent higher than widows. 


Marriages of divorced persons were first tabulated separately in 1935. 
Since then the proportion increased for each sex up to the year 1947 but where 
‘the male proportion has declined slightly that of the female has been upward. 


During the intervening years a considerable alteration has taken place in 
the age of those marrying. The number under 25 has increased since 1938 by no 
less than 60 per cent in the case of males and 37 per cent in that of females. 
From ages 25-44 the proportion has fallen considerably but at over 45 more 
marriages now take place, especially among females where the percentage is 
42 above that of 1938. But for the excess of those marrying over 45 the average 
age would have declined still further. 


The following Table shows the number of divorces notified in each year 
“since 1933 and some detail regarding marriages of divorced persons. From 
1934 until 1945 the annual number of divorced men and women who remarried 
was roughly equal, but in the five years 1946-1950 there was a substantial 
excess of males. In 1951 they were again roughly equal but in 1952 and 1953 
the position was reversed and the females exceeded the males.

‘Ages of those marrying.—The average age of all men marrying in 1953 
was 28-5 and of all women 25-6. Among men this age was 29-7 in 1938 and 
28-7 in 1952 and among women 96-7 in 1938 and 25-7 in 1952. In the cities 
the average was 28-8 for men and 26-0 for women, in the large burghs it was 
98-4 and 25-5 and in the counties 28:1 and 25-1 (Tables 53, 54, 54A and 54B).

These do not show any marked differences compared with 1952. The average 
ages of widowers, divorced men, widows and divorced females increased slightly. 

For all marriages the average of the bridegrooms was 2°9 years greater 
than that of the brides—a figure which scarcely varies from year to year. 
It was 3-0 in 1943 and 1944, 2-8 in 1945, 3-0 from 1946 to 1950, 2-9 in 1951 
and 3-0 in 1952. In the case of bachelors and spinsters this excess was 2-7 
(2-7 in 1952), of widowers and spinsters, 9-2 (9-3) and of widowers marrying 
widows 5-3 (5-4). In cases where either party had been divorced the average 
age of the bridegrooms was always higher than that of the brides. 

The youngest bridegrooms of the year were 14 bachelors aged 16 and 103 
aged 17 who all married spinsters. The youngest brides were 193 spinsters 
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aged 16. Of these 192 married bachelors and 1 married a widower. There were 
852 brides aged 17 all spinsters of whom. 847 married bachelors, 2 married 
widowers and 3 married divorced men. (Tables 55-59B). 

The oldest men who married during the year were two widowers aged 88 

and 86 respectively. The former married a widow aged 71 and the latter a 
spinster aged 61. The oldest brides were two brides both aged 76 years who 
married widowers aged 76 and 69 respectively. (Tables 55-59B). 
In the counties of cities and large burghs the average age at marriage 
among males ranged from 30-8 in Inverness, 29-3 in Edinburgh and 29-1 in 
Kirkcaldy to 27-6 in Clydebank, 27-5 in Greenock and Hamilton and 26-7 in 
Port Glasgow. In the counties it ranged from 31-6 in Zetland, 31-5 in Sutherland 
and 31:1 in Inverness to 27-5 in Bute and Clackmannan, 27-3 in Aberdeen 
and Banff and 27-2 in East Lothian, Kirkcudbright and West Lothian. Among 
females the average age in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged 
from 26-9 in Inverness, 26-6 in Kirkcaldy and 26-5 in Edinburgh to 24:8 in 
Greenock and Clydebank, 24-6 in Dumbarton and 24:5 in Port Glasgow. 
In the counties the range was from 27:8 in Zetland, 27-0 in Argyll, Inverness 
and Sutherland and 26-4 in Kinross to 24:2:in Banff, 24-1 in Aberdeen and 23-9 
in East Lothian. 

The following table shows in age-groups the number of persons married in 
each year from 1938 to 1953. Compared with 1952 the males show increases in 
the age-groups under 20 and 20-24 and decreases in the remainder. The largest 
increase was in the 20-24 age-group. The age-group 20-24 showed the largest 
increase in the number of females married. The other female groups showing 
increases compared with 1952 were age-groups under 20 and 45 and over.

RE-REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS 


REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, ETC. (SCOTLAND) AMENDMENT ACT, 1934 


This Act, which came into force on Ist January, 1936, provides that the 
Registrar-General may authorise re-registration of the births of persons born 
illegitimate who have been legitimated by the subsequent marriage of their 
parents and also of persons the original entry of whose birth is affected by any 
matter contained in the Register of Corrected Entries respecting status or 
paternity.

ADOPTED CHILDREN REGISTER 


The Adoption of Children (Scotland) Act, 1930, provided for the legal 
adoption of children in Scotland by Order of the Court, and for the registration 
of such adoptions in an Adopted Children Register kept at the General Registry 
Office, Edinburgh. An amending Act (Adoption of Children Act, 1949) came 
into force on Ist January, 1950, and the enactments relating to the adoption of 
children were consolidated by the Adoption Act, 1950, which came into force on 
Ist October, 1950. The Adopted Children Register is open for search and extract 
purposes under the same conditions as are the Registers of Births, Deaths and 
Marriages, and an Extract from the Adopted Children Register is evidence of 
adoption, and also of the date of birth of the child if it is recorded in the relative 
entry. The original Act came into operation on Ist October, 1930, and the 
following table shows the number of adoptions recorded in each year:—

Explanatory Notes 


4 1. Normally migration is the difference between the natural and the actual increase of population but in 
the intercensal periods in which the two world wars occurred there has to be deducted from that difference deaths 
abroad from war casualties. The reason is that they were not registered in Scotland so that the recorded natural 
increase is overstated. There must also be deducted from the apparent loss in 1931-51 the excess over 1931 of 
the numbers of the armed forces serving outside Scotland in 1951. Otherwise this increase would upset the basic 
assumption that the population and its distribution from one census to another is comparable apart from the 
consequences of natural gain or loss and emigration. 


is The ten-yearly figures are given both for the ten-yearly periods ending 1870, 1880 and so on; and also 
for ae ten-year census intervals which run generally from April to April. This is to enable migration to be esti- 
mated.

Explanatory Notes 


1. Before 1911 returns of births and deaths were given for complete registration districts a number of which 
lay (some still do) partly in one county and partly in another. Returns of births and deaths by counties referred 
not to the civil county but to the sum of the registration districts conforming as near as might be with the county 
boundary. The numbers of births and deaths in the civil county proper might therefore differ from the figures 
actually published. For the most part the difference was not appreciable. 


The birth and death rates before 1911 quoted in the following tables conform with the figures actually pub- 
lished under the procedure described above. The average rates calculated on the same basis are given at each ten- 
yearly point. For the intercensal increase or decrease and the loss or gain by migration the population of the 
civil county is taken. 


2. Allowance has been made for war casualties in computing migration in the intercensal periods 1911-21 
and 1931-51; and also, as respects 1931-51, for the increase strength of the armed forces. 


During the two wars deaths in H.M. Forces in Scotland were not allocated to any local area. Allowance has 
also been made for this. 


3. Prior to 1911 births and deaths were not allocated to usual residence. 


4. It is not possible to give the natural increase for the ten year Census intervals for the counties as 
‘figures for part years are not available. Migration has therefore been calculated on natural increase by 
calendar years and intercensal increase or decrease.

REPORT ON THE WEATHER IN SCOTLAND 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING 3lst DECEMBER, 1954 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 


Since 1855 a descriptive account of the weather in Scotland has been 


given in the “Quarterly Returns” published by authority of the Registrar 


General. The present year is, therefore, the Centenary of the publication of 
the Reports. 


The First Quarterly Report of 1855 refers to the high mortality in Scotland 


and expresses the view that “‘the state of the atmospheric phenomena during 


the quarter seems sufficient to account for the great unhealthiness of the season, 


without the existence of any special epidemics”. It points out, however, that 
in the Counties of Clackmannan, Berwick, Peebles, Selkirk and Roxburgh | 


mortality was remarkably low and that “‘four of these counties are adjoining, a 
circumstance which probably indicates that they owe their exemption to some 
common cause, which cannot easily be traced, owing to the want of Meteoro- 
logical Tables for these Counties”. The district registrars were instructed to 


communicate “‘any fact in the character of the weather’ which might account 
for abnormality in the vital statistics and, from the outset, the Reports them- 


selves laid considerable emphasis on the importance of organized weather 
recordings in the study of the health of the community. Indeed, it was this 
forceful lead in the First Quarterly Report which played such a large part in the 
formation of the Scottish Meteorological Society in 1855. 


The present weather report, for the year 1954, is of a general character 
as to text, and to it are appended tables summarizing the statistics of the 
various stations (pages 479-483). 


General.—The most outstanding features of the year are indicated in the 
course of the Report. The most notable were:— 


(1) Low temperatures in February and a cool Summer off-set by 
mildness in Spring and in the late months. 


(2) The persistent rain and corresponding cloudiness which ruined the 
harvest and spoiled the holiday season. 


(3) The many severe storms in the course of the year, causing much 
damage with loss of life at sea and ashore. 


Gales.—Gales were reported from one place or other on 152 days in 1954, 
the stormiest year since 1949. The most disturbed months were January 
(with gales on 21 days), February (18) and December (27). 


A good deal of structural damage resulted from the many severe storms. 
Notably high wind speeds, in gusts, were 97 miles per hour at Renfrew and 94 at 
Millport (Isle of Cumbrae) on January 15th; 88 at Lerwick on April 4th; 83 at 
Prestwick on August 30th; 101 at Stornoway and 98 at Bell Rock on November 
11th/12th ; 89 at Tiree, 86 at Bell Rock and 85 at Millport on December 4th and 
over 100 miles per hour in North-east Scotland on December 2Ist. 


Temperature.—Mean temperature for the year, over the country as a 
whole, was slightly below average. The low mean value in February and cool- 
ness In summer were off-set by mildness in Spring and in the late months of the 


year. The absence of any reasonably long spell of warmth made summer | 
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especially disappointing to farmers and holiday-makers alike. In all, seven of 
the months had a temperature deficiency. Whereas February, July and Septem- 
-ber had mean values about 2 degrees below normal, May, October and December 
had an excess of about the same order. 


It was mild for the season during the greater part of January but frost and 
snow came at the end and this continued in February in which snow lay almost 
‘continuously on high ground. The frosts approached in intensity those of 
-February, 1947. Mild but unsettled weather set in at the end of the first week 
‘in March. This continued well into April, but a redeeming feature was the 
-long fine spell which began about the middle of the month. Although tempera- 
ture rose to only moderate levels in May, the mean for the month exceeded the 
average. 


June was mild at first but this gave way to disappointingly cool weather, and 
even worse was to follow, fortJuly was completely lacking of any summer-like 
spell ; indeed, it was the coolest July in Scotland since 1922. August, too, with only 
a few warm days, was a cool month, and September brought no improvement 
in the unseasonable weather which had prevailed monotonously throughout 

‘the Summer. Mildness, however, marked the last quarter but all three months 
were very disturbed and wet. 


The lowest air and ground temperatures registered in the course of the year 
‘were zero degrees F. in the screen at Braemar and minus 5°F. (37 degrees of 
frost) on the ground at Glenlivet—both on the night of February 8/9th. The 
thermometer reached its highest (79° at Strathy, Sutherland) on June 4th. 


Rainfall.—Total precipitation in 1954 was 63-3 inches, or 13-0 inches above 
the long-period average. There was a deficiency up to the end of April, but the 
remaining months showed an excess. Only small areas along the East coast 
and here and there in the North-west were drier than usual while a large region 
in the South-west received an excess of at least 40 per cent. 


The northern half of the country had little precipitation in both January and 
_ February but the South had more than average. Most of the precipitation fell 
as snow and sleet. A fine sunny period kept totals below average in March, 
except in some East and West coastal districts, and April was the driest one in 
Scotland since 1946. May and June, however, were both very wet months. The 
May totals at Kelso and Balmoral and the June total at Lerwick were the 
highest for these months for over 40 years at these three places. 


Relative to average, rainfall was rather variable in July and August, 
its frequency rather than its intensity being the noteworthy feature. The 
concluding four months were extremely wet and unpleasant almost everywhere. 
‘October was the wettest one since 1903. November’s totals were considerably 
above average and some outstandingly high totals were reported in December, 
notably 39-69 inches at Cruadhach in Glen Garry, 28-59 at Glenshiel and 25-06 
at Glenquoich Lodge. 


Amongst large total rainfalls for the year were 164 inches at Allt na Lairig 
(Glen Fyne), 145 at Upper Glen Fyne, 126 at Kingairloch and 124 at Glen 
_. Fyne Lodge. In contrast to these were annual amounts of less than 25 inches at 
Dunbar, 26 at Arbroath and about 283 in Nairn. | 


Flooding.—Frequent heavy falls on individual days gave rise to wide- 
‘spread and damaging flooding at times. In June the Esk in Dumfriesshire and 
the Tay rose well above their normal summer levels, and flood water caused 
damage to crops and property during the last four months. Large falls in 24 
hours included 3-35 inches at Ardgour House on January 18th, 3-29 at Ardrishaig 
on September 23rd and 3-25 at Glenshiel on October 18th. Even larger falls 
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occurred on December 17th and 18th.. At Cruadhach over 6 inches were 
registered on the 17th and more than 4 inches again on the 18th, Most of this 
abnormally heavy rain fell between 5 p.m. on the 17th and 3-30 p.m. on the 18th. 


Snow.—There were no heavy snowfalls such as occurred in the Winter 
of 1946/47, but the ftequency of snow was up to average. Snow ploughs were in 
operation in Aberdeenshire on January 7th following appreciable falls in East 
Scotland on the 6th. Further falls occurred in many areas on January 13th 
and 26th. Snow blocked main roads in February and it lay almost continuously 
on high ground during the month, reaching an undrifted depth of 4—5 inches in 
the worst-hit areas. Isolation of farms and villages in Aberdeenshire resulted from 
blizzards in the first week of March: Only light showers came in April. Northerly 
winds brought snow to some districts towards the end of September, but mostly 
sleet fell in October. November had some snow, though not in large amount. 
The deepest snow of the year with serious drifting was reported on December ~ 
7th—10th when many main roads were snowbotind. At Braemar the depth was 
22 inches on the 8th, 20 on the 9th and 10 on the 10th. 


Thunder.—Thunder was heard at one place or other on 89 days in all. 
January, May and the last five months had considerably more than the normal 
frequency, January having its highest number of storms since 1948. Outbreaks 
were widespread on January 15th and some in May were widely reported. 
Torrential rain and damage by lightning occurred in July. Storms were noted 
at many places on August 6th and 7th, in September on the 8th and 12th and, 
in October, fairly large areas were affected at times. 


Sunshine.—Except in the North-west the year was a rather dull one, 
deficiencies in sunshine approaching 200 hours in some districts. The sunniest 
places were Leuchars (1448 hours), Dunbar (1403), West Freugh, near Stranraer 
(1388), Benbecula (1356) and Tiree (1353). 

The South and West returned the best records in January. Most places 
had less than average sunshine in February, but aggregates were mainly good in 
March except on the East coast. Relative to average, April was easily the 
sunniest month of the year. Oban had its best April record since 1929. 

A run of very dull months began with May, the well-marked lack of sunshine 
being a feature during the remainder of the year. Both June and July were 
notably short of sunshine and large deficiencies occurred in August. Though 
September had a good deal of unsettled weather, East coast stations registered 
more than the normal quota of sunshine. Indeed, in contrast to the extreme 
cloudiness which prevailed in Western districts, the East coastal districts were 
favoured during the concluding three months. In each of these months there 
were only a few days with as much as 6 hours of bright sunshine. 


Fog.—Early morning fog was prevalent on 188 days which, though slightly 
above the average, was considerably less than in 1953. February, with fog 
on 22 days, had the most. On the 5th the centre of Glasgow was enveloped 
by thick fog while air services from the Glasgow and Edinburgh Airports were 
hampered on the 6th. The worst fog of the year occurred on November 17th, 
blanketing practically the whole of the West. Air and road services were 
seriously affected and train services to and from Glasgow were delayed. 


Aurora.—tThe aurora borealis was seen on 123 nights, considerably more 
than in 1953 which had the lowest frequency in Scotland since 1950. The 
months with the highest number of occurrences were March and September 
with each 19. The aurora was not seen in June. It was observed on 10 nights 
in both February and December.
